
TOKYO (UPI) — North 
Vietnam announced today it 
has proposed a meeting with 
Cambodia to r emove 
“hindrances" between the two 
countries. But Hanoi. pkirted 
Cambodia's demand for the 
withdrawal of all North Viet¬ 
namese and Viet Cong troops 
from its territory. 

Cambodia had set a dead¬ 
line of dawn today for the 
withdrawal. 
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Overcast 
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ine i>orm Vietnamese gov¬ 
ernment said it was sending 
an “official representative” to 
Phnom Penh, the Cambodian 
capital, where rioting anti¬ 
communist mobs last week 
stormed the Hanoi and Viet 
Cong embassies and de¬ 
manded the troop with¬ 
drawals. 

North Vietnam's first re¬ 
sponse was to blame the 
United States for the violence. 
Then came the broadcast 
today which reported that 
North Vietnamese representa¬ 
tives in Phnom Penh had met 
with Cambodian officials to 
demand punishment for the 
persons who wrecked the 

embassy.

1 1 said that 
North Vietnam “highly 
values” friendly relations with 
Cambodia and hopes that all

In Brazil, a Brazilian do¬ 
mestic airliner with 37 per¬ 
sons aboard crashed Saturday 
on approach to Belem airport 
into an Amazon River bay 
infested with man-eating pi¬ 
ranha fish. Reports said three 
survivors were rescued, but 
that 34 were killed. 

Mexican rescue workers 
said Saturday night many of 
the charred bodies in the 
buses were badly mangled 
and it has not been de¬ 
termined exactly how many 
perished. 


Highway officials said a 
southbound bus attempted to 
pass a pickup truck 37 miles 
northeast of Mexico City and 
collided head-on with a north¬ 
bound bus. 

A second later the truck 
carrying large cans of alcohol 
ccashed into the buses and a 
sheet of flames engulfed the 
wreckage. 

The coal mine explosion, 
caused by a sudden buildup of 
methane gas, came shortly 
after 320 men had gone down 
to start work. 

When the men went down 
the methane content was 
measured at a safe 0.8 per 
cent. Then the methane con¬ 
tent swiftly shot up to nine 


per cent and an explosion 
followed. It came so fast the 

man did nl ha us time to pat 
on gas masks and other 
equipment. 

The Brazilian plane, carry¬ 


ing 32 passengers and five 

crewmembers, was an route 
to Belem, a rhtff’-ffly' oT 
Northern Brazil, from Recife 
and had made stops In Forta¬ 
leza, Pamaiba and Sao Luis.

Curbs on Oil Drills , 
Strip Growth Urged 


The Associated Chambers of 
Commerce of Vancouver 
Island Saturday repeatedly 
urged provincial government 
action to preserve the Island's 
natural beauty and make 
some of it more accessible to 
the public. 

During an annual convention 
at Parksville, the organization 
articulated Its feelings in 
adopting resolutions such as 
these: 

• A demand for a ban on 
any form of oil drilling or 
development in waters adjoin¬ 
ing Vancouver Island. 


• A suggestion that “un¬ 
sightly strip developments” 
along highways near urban 
areas come under provincial 
control. This was a “very 
urgent concern” of the 
ACCVI. 

• The need for ski parks Is 
of “prime importance" to 
Vancouver Island and the 
provincial government should 
not only acquire them but 
build accesses. 

• A system of trails is 
needed in Strathcona Park 
and the B.C. government 
should do everything possible.

They are all there. The 
blind woman. The old man 
who has no legs. The woman 
who is working hard at being 
happy and making others 
happy, and who will soon hp 
clapping her hands in time to 
the music. 

It is St. Valentine s Day and 
high over Sooke tlie midday 
sun is losing a battle to the 
dismal grey rainclouds. 

Inside the old frame com¬ 
munity hall Mrs. Phyllis 
Johnson, white-haired and vi¬ 
brant, is overseeing things 
without imposing her will on 
anyone. 

Himself 81 

Her husband, Byron, a man 
with the scrubbed-pink face 
and sparkling eyes of a 
schoolboy, is helping some of 
the older people—those who 
obviously need help. 

This, despite ihe fact he is 
81 years old himself and has a 
heart that refuse* to beat oa a 
regular basis; a condition he 
treats by bathing in cold 
water, rubbing himself down 


with snow (when there is any 
near Sooke) and sometimes 
walking seven mile* just lor 
the hell of it. 

What is going to happen in 
the community hall on this 
day is something that happens 
twice every week. Each Tues¬ 
day sod Thursday there is a 
luncheon, a little singing, 
some card playing and an 
awful IrJ n l laiicrhter 


It is basically for the older 
people of the area, but it is 
open to the poor, the handi¬ 
capped and those who are just 
plain lonely. 

The 40 or so who arrive this 
time are all senior citizens. 
And this is nearly always how 
U is. 

Friendly Tiger 

Mrs. Johnson, who i i a very 
friendly tiger in human form 
(she befriends anyone in need 
but backs down from no one) 
was instrumental in bringing 
the program about. 

She it a special counsellor 
to the aged for the B.C. 
Government. She also helped 
get Branch 88 of the Old Age 
P e n s i o ners’ Organization 
founded in Sooke. 

That was in 1964 and Mrs. 
Johnson soon became con¬ 
vinced the usual system of a 
monthly meeting wasn’t really 
doing the old people any good. 

“I thought this was use¬ 
less—I figured maybe If we 
could get that hall . . ”

PICKING the right time to visit the 
legislative assembly is most important Get 
lucky and you wind up there on the night 
when Robert Williams and David Barrett are 
firing poisoned arrows at Phil Gaglardi. Pick 
a dull session and you wind up dozing like 
some of the members. 

I make the pilgrimage two or three times 
a year whether I need it or not. I’m still 
altruistic enough to be impressed by the 
supposed venerability of the chambers. It 
also gives me a chance to get close to my 
money and see how the great white fathers 
are spending It. 

I picked one of the quiet defts. Provincial 
Secretary Wesley Black's spending estimates 
were the order of business. Black, who 
sound* more like Ralph Pashley than Ralph 
Pashley, was having a relatively easy time of 
it and on the occasions he found himself 
without answer. Deputy Provincial Secre¬ 
tary Lawrie Wallace was handy at his elbow 
to supply him with the information.

DAVE BARRETT gets into a small 
altercation with chairman Herb Bruch over a 
point of order and is told, in a rather 
cavalier manner, I thought, to take his seat, 
Barrett appeals to the Speaker, which is 
merely a further exercise in frustration. 

The galleryites, however, surely got the 
same Impression I received — that Barrett 
comes out a clear winner in the manners 
department. Bruch’s manner towards New 
Democrats and Liberals Is somewhat more 
brusque, more biting, than it is towards the 
rest of die House.

Across the way Gaglardi, heavy- 
lidded, yawning, close to sleep, comes to life 
as Premier Bennett engages in light-hearted 
banter with Herb Capozzi, Ken Kiernan and 


Dan Campbell. Chairman Bruch bangs 
(gentle bangs) his gavel for order, but after 
a discreet ten second*, the banter continues. 

NDP Leo Nimiick speaks on the Indian 
problem in a courtly, well-mannered way, 
doesn’t receive the same courtesy from the 
other side of the house. 

Gordon Dowding makes a facetious 
request to Black far some new paintings for 
the Parliamentary dining room, and new¬ 
comer Dennis Cocke indicates that he might 
become one of the better members.

THE MEMBERS are constantly moving in 
and out of the House in res pone to messages 
delivered by the pages, who appear to be 
doing more work than anyone on tha 
premises. 

The change in dress is noticeable. A few 
years ago Capozzi was told not to wear turtle 
neck shirts or sweaters In the House. It was 
white shirt and tie. Now the colorful dark 
blues, browns, golds and greens outnumber 
the white shirts and Capozzi could probably 
wear a Mexican serape without raising an 
eyebrow in the decorum set. 

I check out some of the expenditures and 
can’t help but wonder at some of the 
inequities. The tabled grant to the Narcotic 
Foundation is 5275,000. The grant for the 
Alcoholic Foundation is 5300,000. A lot of 
money? Look at some of the other figures 
and try to guess what has happened to our 
sense of values.

LIKE the figure of 51,650,000 for Centen¬ 
nial celebrations or the restoration and 
maintenance of historical sites — a 5500,000 
tab. Seem* to me the growing naroerfic and 
alcoholic problems should be worth as least 
ns much as a batch of old buildings and 
celebrations. 

No, I guess they would rather sweep the 
dirty problem* under the rug with a pittance 
and hope they’ll disappear. Save old buildings 
and forget about human dereliction. Banners, 
parades, speeches and hoopla for yet another 
centennial celebration, for something that 
nobody really gives a sweet continental damn 
about anyway. 

I’m sorry, but two or three times a sitting 
are enough for this reporter. 


Family in No Danger

Dear Dr. Thoiteioa : 
Recently I learned that a 
relative has trichomoniasis. 
She did not tell me what this 
condition was, so I looked it 
up. I s my understanding 
wrong, or is it in some way 
related to venereal disease? 

If it is, i* my family in 
danger when she visits us?— 
M. W. 

Last question first: no, you 
and your family are not in 
any danger when this relative 
visits you. Explaining why 
takes longer. 

Trichomoniasis is a vaginal 
infection. There are several 
types of common infections. 
Trichomoniasis is caused by a 
microscopic parasite called a 
protozoan. Other common 
causes of vaginitis (vaginal 
infection) are a yeast, Can¬ 
dida albicans, and certain 
kinds of molds. 

In a technical sense, you 
are correct that the various 
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forms of vaginitis are a 
“venereal disease,” but you 
are quite mistaken if you 
think these are like gonorrhea 
or syphilis. 

By dictionary definition, a 
venereal disease is one which 
can be “communicated by 
sexual intercourse.” This fits 
trichomoniasis in some in¬ 
stances. It can be communi¬ 
cated that way. It also can be 
communicated in other ways. 

That's as far as the similar¬ 
ity goes, though. 

The most Important differ¬ 
ence Is that the diseases we 
usually mean by the term 


VD spread Uaotigh tiie whole 
system, doing dangerous 
damage unless treated 
promptly. 

Vaginitis does not do that. 
It is a localized infection 
which can cause local irrita¬ 
tion but does not do damage 
to the body generally. 

Another significant differ¬ 
ence is that the usual VD is 
acquired only from a person 
who already has the disease. 

T r ichomoniasis, however, 
does not necessarily arise 
from contact with another 
person. The protoaoon occurs 
naturally in a healthy body, 
one of the many micro¬ 
organisms that exist harm¬ 
lessly or even usefully in the 
Intestinal tract. 

If in some way these 
organisms migrate to the 
vagina, they can multiply and 
set up Irritation, but they do 
not cause destructive general 
disease. 

A woman can "get vagin¬ 
itis” from herself.

She ads at the 
table, face expre s s i onless, 
eyes lowered. 

“She was almost in tears 
when she arrived,” Mrs. 
Johnson explains. "She has 
money worries, just like so 
many of the pensioners have. 
Sometimes things are pretty 
tight for a while before (hat 
cheque arrives.” 

Ftar most, though, there is no 
time for tears. Valentine 
cards brought by the women 
are fished from a container 
by the men. In this manner 
the women gain their lunch¬ 
eon escorts. 

Grand March 

There is a grand march and 
the woman who likes to clap 
her hands in time to the 
music is now acting as a 
guide for those unfamiliar 
with the routine. 

After the meads have been 
consumed Mrs. Johnson nods 
toward the blind woman and 
the man who has no legs. 

“Loneliness is worse than 
hunger,” she says ever bq 
quietly. 

“It is the one thing that 
makes people become senile 
ahead of their time. Of that, 
I'm convinced. I don't mean 
those two are senile. But I 
think if we’d left them alone, 
not taken trouble to bring 
them out twice a week, the 
wouldn’t be as well as they 
are right now.” 

Some erf those who come to 
the twice-weekly gatherings 
were indeed lonely in the 
beginning. 

Living Alone 

One was a woman of GO 
living alone in a cabin. Lite 
so many who live alone, she 
lost any desire to prepare 
meals for herself and was 
existing on toast and tea. 

Mr*. Johnson feels it Is 
Important to get such people 
out to meet others. 

"They could have their 
meals delivered to them, but 
It wouldn’t be the same. We 
are finding tt is better to 
bring the people to the 
meals—even those who are 
handicapped.” 

With this, she nodded

silently again in the direction 
of the legless man and blind 
woman. 

This is why she and the 
others don't mind paying for 
the use of the hall now*. 

Annual Fee 

Beginning last year they 
agreed to an annual rental fee 
of 5100. 

“The first year was rent 
free, but we bought them a 
ton of cool,” Mrs. Johnson 
says proudly. 

"We didn’t want to feet like 
paupers. 

"You know, this kind of 
thing could be going on right 
now in Victoria. There are all 
these halls just sitting empty 
down there in the mornings. 
The churches, or someone, 
should do something about it.” 

Mo, Johnson and those in 
her group are helping to raise 
money for the proposed con¬ 
struction of a senior citizens’ 
homing development on a 5\- 
acre site a l rea dy held by the 
Sooke Senior Citizen*’ Honing 
"Society. 

iVo Obstacle 

The remarkable thing about 
tt is that advanced age 
doesn’t seem to be any 
obstacle for such people when 
they want something badly 
enough. 

Far instance, one woman 
member of the luncheon group, 
although 85 years aid, has 
knitted and sold 5250 worth of 
socks, has made hats and a 
doll that wo* raffled for 
51,330. 

Others have been equally 
busy. One man loads his truck 
with plants that are to be sold 
every week.

An architect who is looking 
the housing site over for the 
society is flabbergasted when 
he hears the story. 

*1 have never seen this 
before," he says. “Older 
people actually going out and 
raising the money late this. It 
is fantastic.” 

Near-Mias 

Mrs. Johnson, who didn't 
recognize the architect from 
the distance as he moved 
about the precious piece of 
land, tells him he is lucky. 

“Why is that?" he asks. 

“I thought you were au 
intruder snooping around and 
I was about to heave a brick 
at you.” 

And as she says this tt 
becomes all the more evident 
the elderly people wifi get the 
badly needed development one 
way or the other. 

Even if they have to lay the 
bricks. Or heave them, for 
that matter. 

Housing of this sort, of 
course. Is one of the prime 
goals where the elderly every¬ 
where are concerned. 

A study made recently In 
G realtor Victoria indicated 
row housing - styled units — 
similar to Kiwwiis Village — 
would probably be the most 
desirable. 

Need for More , 

There is a need for many 
more developments such as 
the existing Bamfietd Lodge 
and Townley Lodge in Vic¬ 
toria. 

There is also apparently a 
need far the older people to 
feel they are piaying an active 
part. 

As Mrs. Johnson puts it: 


“What our people are doing 
now to help is, in some cases, 
making new persons of them. 
They want to help; they want 
to do what th^y can. It gives 
them a purpose in life." 

During the same week in 
Victoria Mrs. C a th e r i n e 
Home, executive director of 
the Silver Threads Services, 
says much the same thing. 

"Today’s society is differ¬ 
ent," she says. “People are 
now retiring younger—at 60. 
And there are many today 
who. think and act at GO like 
people used to think and act 
at 40. 

Finding Purpose 

"We need sometinig to serve 
their needs and purposes. 
There is no market for 
employment for them. 

“We wifi have to keep our 
ear to the ground and per¬ 
suade the government to build 
what budding* may be needed 
and help these people to do 
what they want to do.” 

Many of otiat she calls the 
“early retireds’’ are finding a 
purpose in life by helping with 
■uch programs os Meads on 
Wheels. 

The need for activity is 
emphasized by many of the 
elderly themselves. 

One retired man who has 
dabbled in oil pointing and 
carving and who goes lawn 
[ bowling, plays chess and does 


the housework for on oiling 
wife, offers this sentiment: 

“A man who retires without 
a hobby, or without some 
goal, is done. There’s no hope 
for him." 

One of these days. If you 
should catxh up to Byron 
Johnson whole he is going for 
his seven-mile walk, he will 
undoubtedly agree that this is 
so.

Twin Israeli strike forces 
slipped across the Suez Canal 
before dawn Saturday and over¬ 
ran four Egyptian gun positions 
in hand-to-hand combat, the 
Israeli military said. The Egyp¬ 
tians claimed the attack was 
foiled. 

The Israeli account said eight 
Egyptians of an elite commando 
unit were killed in the attacks 
18 and 21 miles south of Port 
Said. But a senior Israeli officer 
said the Egyptian casualties 
probably were higher. He said 
two Israelis were killed and 
four others wounded. 

In Cairo, a military announce¬ 
ment contended that Israeli 
casualties were "greater than 
what their military spokesmen 
claimed.” It aaid one Egyptian 
was killed while Israeli assault 
boats were sunk. 

Meanwhile, the International 
Air Transport Association an¬ 
nounced in Montreal that the 
government of Jordan has 
agreed to seek Arab support for 
a proposed new international 
convention aimed at dealing 
with armed aggression.

• Three bombs exploded 
in Saigon Saturday, five days 
after officials predicted an 
inoreaae in Viet Cong terrorist 
attacks in the capital in order 
to create “an illusion of 
strength.” A South Viet¬ 
namese civilian waa killed and 
five persons wounded by one 
of the bombs. 

• As many aa 2,800 North 
Vietnamese troops were re¬ 
ported massing south of the 
Plain of Jars Saturday' In 
positions threatening \he U.S. 
support base at Sam Thong. 
Vientiane mtUtasy sources 
said Hanoi had doubled its 
forces in the area in the past 
week. 


Meanwhile, delayed reports 
reaching Vientiane said Lao¬ 
tian troops counter-attacked a 
Communist position near the 
Thai border and killed 15 
Pathet Lao guerrillas who had 
looted a village and mas¬ 
sacred several civllitans. 

• In Washington, U ,S. 
Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield said th U.S. 
had halted R-52 bombing of 
the strategic Plain of Jars 
and that the administration 
had assured him the bombing 
would not resume. 

However Mansfield said in 
an interview, sorties by other 
U. S. aircraft are continuing 
in support of royal Laotian 
forces defending the strategic 
territory against North Viet¬ 
namese invasion.

“By and large, the fighting 
has stopped at the usually 
selected line,” where other 
offensives have halted, Mans¬ 
field said, a development 
which could indicate the North 
Vietnamese have no present 
plans of trying to capture 
Vientiane and Luang Prabang, 
the administrative and royal 
capitals, and force the fall of 
Laos.

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Time for Re-Examination 


TNESPITE ITS BORDER PROBLEMS with 
U China and its recent moral defeat in Czecho¬ 
slovakia, the Soviet Union is spreading its influence 
throughout the world at a greater rate than ever 
before. Today the Russian presence — military, 
economic and political — is felt over more 
territory than the late Senator McCarthy ever 
dreamed of — even in his wildest nightmares. 

In the past two years Russia has established 
herself as a major maritime power in the Indian 
Ocean — the main service door to dozens of Afro- 
Asian nations. She has already staked her claim to 
Africa thrdugh the simple expedient of supplying 
arms and instructors to Egypt, economic aid to 
Somalia and signing trade treaties with numerous 
other African republics. 

Tieing up the bottom half of the Red Sea and 
the Persian Gulf, she also now feeds arms and 
military equipment to Iraq, Yemen and South 
Yemen. Added to this is the fact that Russia has 
become the major supplier of military material — 
including warships — to India and Indonesia. 

Her merchantmen are now a familar sight at 
most Indian Ocean ports — from Mauritius (where 
she has obtained fishing privileges and harbor 
rights) to Aden; from Zanzibar to Malagasy — 


while her Aeroflot airliners make scheduled calls 
at Jakarta, Singapore and New Delhi. 

Apart from selling arms to the Afro-Asians, 
the Soviet Union has initiated trade and aid 
programs in Iraq, Iran. Afghanistan, Pakistan, 
India, Nepal, Ceylon, Thailand, Malaysia, Singa¬ 
pore and Indonesia. 

On the surface this would seem to have been a 
remarkable accomplishment. Yet, in fact, all the 
Soviet Union has done has been to fill a vacuum 
created in large degree by Britain and the United 
States. 

Washington’s continuing disinterest In the 
area coupled with London’s determination to 
withdraw her presence from waters east of the 
Suez was the open invitation for Russia to move in. 

It is odd to observe that in the unlikely — but 
still possible — event of an East-West confronta¬ 
tion in this vast and sensitive area, the West can 
only count on one ally at the present time: that 
being the much - maligned Republic of South 
Africa. 

Perhaps the time has come for both London 
and Washington to re-examine their policies and 
attitudes toward these land and sea territories 
which have been of such strategic value in the past 
and which may prove just as important Jn the 
future. 


Experiment Is Often Risky 


tN WHAT IT CALLS “a special report” on Can- 
1 ada, The Times, London, makes an unbiased 
appraisal of political trends since Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau assumed the place of power. It finds, after 
a close examination of the record, the features of 
his policy are efiscouraging to Great Britain and to 
the Commonwealth generally. 

4 ‘It seems to be Mr. Trudeau’s back, not his 
engaging personality, that is turned to Europe,” 
says The Times. 

This judgment may not have the same impact 
on Canadians as it does overseas, even if it is 
accepted. But it would be unrealistic to challenge it. 

What is more important to Canadians, 
however, is the recognition that “unity of the 
country” is the cornerstone of the Trudeau policy. 
This has long been appreciated here. But what 
Canadians may be reluctant to admit is the further 
finding of The Times’ analysis that this policy had 
to be designed in a condition of almost complete 
dependence on United States economics. 

Inflation and stagnant production are repeated 
in Canada, and the Trudeau response, says The 
Times, is traditionally liberal. It is, in fact, a supine 
attitude, an acceptance almost without a struggle 
of a position which might be alleviated by courage 
and resourcefulness. The Times is too polite to say 
it. But there It is. 


The Trudeau priorities are almost exactly 
President Nixon’s. The pruning of the federal 
budget is on the Washington pattern. The greater 
responsibility of the sovereign states sought by Mr. 
Nixon closely resembles the Trudeau hope for “a 
lower silhouette” of federal government in the 
provinces. 

Mr. Trudeau is concerned, as he should be, 
with stimulating the economy to absorb the flood 
of new labor from the schools and universities. So 
is Mr. Nixon. Each must be looking over his 
shoulder to identify those ghostly footfalls which 
could be a pursuing recession or depression, and 
the consequent deep social unrest. 

N. R. Crump, president of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, by the way, says it Is his 
“personal opinion” that the government is not 
following its own advice “on cutting spending to 
fight inflation.” 

The Trudeau experiment with Isolationism and 
his preoccupation with constitutional affairs, 
particularly as they affect Quebec, represent a 
great change from the programs of his predeces¬ 
sors, Liberal and Conservative alike. The result, 
perhaps, of an ever closer identification with the 
United States and concentration on Internal issues 
may in the end mean a greater divisiveness in the 
country — the very thing Mr. Trudeau apparently 
is trying to avoid.

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Feathered Grace 
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Politicans Concerned Only with Man 


M arine biologists here 
have found that the popu¬ 
lation of a dozen species of 
plankton In the Atlantic has 
been declining tor the last 20 
years. . 

They also suspect that the 
springtime bloom of plankton, 
the “grass erf the sea," now 
■tarts three or four weeks later 
than it did in 1950. 

These cha n ges could have 
huge and perhaps catastrophic 
effects on the ecology of the sea 
if they oantinued. Yet no one 
knows 11 they will continue or 
will correct themselves. And 
no one knows if their causes are 
natural or due to subtle poison¬ 
ing by pollution. There Just has 
not been enough research — 
even though we might be 
dealing with profound and ir¬ 
reversible changes in the bio¬ 
sphere. 

* ★ * 

When these disturbing facts 
were dropped in a mammoth 1 
teach-in an pollution at Edin¬ 
burgh University — the biggest 
event of Its kind yet staged in 
Britain— they caused little stir. 

Yet In a curious way they 
highlighted the main tension 
that divided the mass at stu¬ 
dents and the galaxy at politi¬ 
cians, industrialists and scien-

tists attending the teach-in. 
Should we be worrying about 
what pollution does to humans, 
or to the whole biological sys¬ 
tem? And If nature should be 
our main concern—as the sci¬ 
entists keep on Insisting—how 
on earth can politicians act 
forcefully enough to stop the I 
rot? 


These are not idle questions. 
Despite fierce prodding, no 
politician at the teach-in — and 
they included Lord Kennet, 
parliamentary secretary to the 
ministry of housing, local gov¬ 
ernment and planning and Dr. 
John Dunwoody, under-secre¬ 
tary at the department of health 
and social security — said a 
word ,about the effects of 
pollution on animals and plants. 

They were concerned only 
with man — the “sparkling 
rivers and clean beaches tor our 
children’’ theme. This may win 
votes, but it was not what the 
scientists were on about, or 
what the students wanted to 
hear. 

What roused the students was 
any sign of total commitment to 
the environment, regardless of 
cost, and if you could throw in a 


remark that the System can 
never stomach this, so much the 
better. They raised the roof for 
Nottingham University econom¬ 
ist Mrs. Sylvia Trench when she 
observed that society can only 
buy and sell commodities, and 
that because beauty Is not a 
commodity there is little hope 
for It until one can either coat 
beauty or overthrow commodity 
capitalism. 

It was the economists who 
emerged as the student heroes. 
The real question they said, is 
how one puts people in a 
position where they are forced 
to pay the true coats of 
pollution. At present the whole 
economic system is geared for 
cheaper production, and what¬ 
ever qualms of conscience 
industry may have about pollu¬ 
tion, this invariably means that 
pollution control is secondary 
{loud applause). 


We can price adequate hous¬ 
ing, clothing, food and so on, 
but there is no way of pricing— 
and therefore demanding — the 
competing rights to a peaceful, 
clean environment or the 
“rights" of natural, biological 
systems. What we have to find 


is a way of trading off these 
rights against tach other. 

Another important idea was 
that pollution control cannot be, 
as It is now, mainly based on 
settling legal standards for 
clean air, water and so on. 

Setting fixed limits takes no 
account of what people like or 
fear: DDT may not harm 
humans but if people worry 
about It, la not that Justification 
for lowering levels of DDT In 
man? Neither does it account 
for the real biological damage 
that pollution may do. 


Several biologists echoed this 
theme when they insisted that it 
does not matter what levels of 
this and that we throw into the 
air and water when what we 
really need to be concerned 
about are their effects on wild 
life. 

There were dark hints at the 
meeting that much wild life 
destruction — probably includ¬ 
ing the immense number of sea 
birds which died off British 
coasts last autumn — is due to 
several very low level pollu¬ 
tants working together with 
natural stresses, such as ex¬ 
posure to bad weather, to 
produce catastrophic total ef¬ 
fects.

Government Unlikely to Do Much About It 

Liquor Reform? Don’t Hold Your Breath 


Big Chance 


By FRASER KELLY, from Ottawa 

The federal cabinet may soon be presented with 
a mind-expanding scheme to orbit the nation into the 
forefront of the “compunicat ions” revolution. Com 
punications is,a word coined by Harvard professor 
Anthony G. Oetinger to describe the linkage of com¬ 
puters and communications in what will undoubtedly 
have a profound influence on the lives of Canadians 
in this decade. 

Senior officials in the federal communications department 
are talking excitedly of a national government-industry part¬ 
nership In the fast-growing industry. Their minister, Eric 
Kierans, his already said Canada will spend in the order of 
S16 billion on information and computer systems during the 
1970a—jiwt to keep pace with the United States, But some of 
his advisen are talking in terms of an “investment” of up 
to J5.2 billion a year for 10 years. It's an unthinkable figure 
how, although It mi#rf not be by the end of the decade. 


It is difficult to assess the 
impact of the “oomputtica- 
tkms" revolution, although 
toere is every sign it will 
match the industrial revolu¬ 
tion in importance. 

And there is at least one 
significant difference; it's 
coming upon us at Bhenomne- 
al speed (some argue it’s 
already here) and its re¬ 
percussions are simultaneous 
with toe happening. 

For the most part, we have 
been so preoccupied with the 
tele vision generation we 


haven't even noticed the com¬ 
puter generation — which will 
have even greater social 
implications. It will revolu¬ 
tionize the way the next 
generation thinks, shops, does 
business, travels, and is edu¬ 
cated. 

But as in so many ut the 
technological advances, the 
new industry may be pro¬ 
pelling us forward without 
giving us time to decide 
•where we want to go. Yet look 
how fast we are moving. 


Fifteen Years Old 


In the commercial sense, 
the computer industry in this 
country is less than 15 years 
old. The first computer was 
installed in Canada In 1955. 
Now there are about 2,100 
(200 working for toe federal 
government), and today's 
computers are literally worlds 
ahead of the early ones. 

Twenty years ago, com¬ 
puters operated in terms of 
seconds; now they operate in 
nanoseconds (one billionth of 
« second). A nanosecond is to 
one second what a second is 
to 30 years. 

Through miniaturization, the 
physical limits on the storage 
of data have been overcome. 
For example, the National 
Cash Register Co. of the 
United States has developed a 
system which could store, 
page-by-page, ai) the books in 


toe Library of Congress in six 
four-drawer tiling cabinets. 

It is now possible to buy a 
mini computer for less than 
510,000. With a large-scale 
integration, that price could 
drop to 52,000. 

Even mare significant is the 
availability of access ter¬ 
minals which can be rented 
far as low as 5100 a month. 
These terminals resemble a 
combination typewriter-TV set 
and they allow the user to ask 
questions — and receive in¬ 
stant answers — from large, 
central computers. 

This combination of the 
development of the terminals 
and the appearance of huge 
computers which can deal 
with several users ait once has 
introduced the whole concept 
of "time-aharing.” 


‘Software’ Spurt 


in the past year there has 
been a spectacular break¬ 
through in the “software” 
(the new art form of compu¬ 
ter programming and data 
generation as opposed to the 
physical machines). 

It is no longer necessary for 
people to “speak mathema¬ 
tics” to use computers. So 
now there is nothing stopping 
computers from moving into 
small businesses and profes¬ 
sions soon, and into homes in 
the not-too-distant future. 

The catalogue of advances 
in the computer field is 
almost endless. It is being 
matched by equally spectacu¬ 
lar advances in the com¬ 
munications field — and the 


line between the two grow* 
fuzzier every clay- 
in a recent speech, Kierans 
pointed out: “What is hap¬ 
pening, as far as we can see, 
is something analogous to the 
development of toe huge 
hydro and communications 
utilities which took shape at 
toe turn of toe century and 
now link all our homes, 
factories and offices even in 
remote villages and hamlets." 

Prof. Alan Wes tin, of 
Columbia, an expert In toe 
field, has wrAten: “The im¬ 
pact of data processing by 
computer is altering, in a way 
so profound we are only 
barely aware of it as yet, the 
relations between individual 
spontaneity and social control 
of our society. 


Data Collectors 


“As computers have made 
possible the collection, stor¬ 
age, manipulation and use of 
billions of bits of information, 
at quite cheap prices and 
through operations done at 
incredible speeds, oun has 
become toe greatest d&la- 
colleoting society in human 
history.” 

As governments become in¬ 
creasingly complex, and reach 
farther and farther into the 
lives of ail citizens, pressures 
mount for centralized in¬ 
formation systems that can 
supply large-scale data 
analysis. The rush towards a 
cashless, cheque leas society is 
the shining example of com¬ 
puter utility in the private 
sector \ 

So there is every reason to 
believe the spectacular 
growth of the “ companies-

This doesn't mean there 
won't be legislation, of course, 
and it must be remembered 
that even if nothing is done to 
change the Liquor Act many 
of the recommendations by 
the royal commission could be 
implemented by cabinet 
changes in regulations. 


The question remains —- 
does this government really 
want to bring drinking prac¬ 
tices out into toe open and 
remove the secrecy which 
now cloaks the operations of 


the Liquor Control Board? I 
would say it doesn't, though 
the premier will bow to public 
opinion and toe changing 
times by introducing some 
improvements. 

The Morrow report, as far 
as it goes, is eminently 
sensible. It recommends we 
be allowed to drink in pleas¬ 
ant surroundings both inside 
and out of doors. It says a lot 
of unnecessary restrictions 
should be removed. And it 
says certain kinds of drinking 
should be permitted on Sun¬ 
days and holidays. 

There is a great deal more 
than that to the report, of 
course, but its theme is one of 
promoting moderation by re¬ 
moving the taint of evil from 
drinking that, with our puritan 


tions” industry is assured. To 
the ^mandarins in toe com¬ 
munications department it is 
an exciting challenge.

City Drinks 

Purified 
Sewage Water 

By PETER HAWTHORNE, from Windhoek 

Sandwiched between the Kalahari and the'fJamib deserts, 
this capital of South West Africa is a thirsty city in a 
territory constantly tormented by drought. But the problem 
that has bedevilled Windhoek has produced a pioneering 
Imputation which has broken through an extraordinary barrier 
in man's search for water supplies in an arid land. 

Windhoek 1 * SO,see citizens are now drinking purified 
sewage effluent. The city Is the first in toe world to 
permanently recycle its waste sewage water directly into 
drinking water. Experts here believe that toe Windhoek 
scheme demonstrates that water reclamation Is toe most 
logical solution to the water shortage, that it can be readily 
accepted by the public and that It coaid be the saswer to 
many of the world’s water problems In the future. 


Windhoek, like most of South West Africa, has been 
dependent on water supplies from boreholes and dams. A 
growing population and seasonal drought created acute water 
shortages in the late 50s and early 60s and sources of 
additional water became a desperate need. 

The city council asked South Africa’s National Institute 
for Water Research for advice. Hie director, Dr G. J. 
Stander, a man born and reared in the waterless heart of 
South Africa, the Karoo, put his plan into operation for toe 
world's first public sewage water reclamation plant. 

A new sewage works had been planned for the city so 
Stander recommended locating it near the existing Goreangab 
Dam, the main water source for Windhoek. 

Now purified water — the town's cheapest permanent 
source of supply — is gravitated directly down into the town’s 
waterworks. 

* ★ * 

The reclamation plant supplies about 2D per cent of the 
city's water. The successful operation of the plant is regarded 
as a major scientific achievement in South Africa but the 
acceptance of Windhoek citizens to the idea <rf drinking water 
reclaimed from sewage is regarded as of equally far-reaching 
importsnM for South Africa and ultimately for other parts of 
the world suffering water shortages. 

South African Premier John Vorster himself inaugurated 
the Windhoek scheme by drinking a glass of purified water. 
Eventually drinking water in all South African cities may 
have to be reclaimed from sewage water, he said. It might 
become more profitable for the state to grant subsidies to 
local authorities for the purpose of reclaiming-water than for 
building new dams. 

★ * * 

"If one considers that an average of 70 per cent of all 
water used in cities eventually becomes sewage effluent. It is 
clear that such effluent must be regarded as a source of 
water which has the added advantage of increasing as water 
consumption increases,” Stander said. 

The ixibiic approach in the case of Windhoek was lo 
inform the citizens of every step in the scheme, right from 
the beginning. 

No public announcement was made about the plant going 
into operation until about three weeks later. When the 
announcement was finally made that people had been 
drinking purified water far some weeks, not one complaint 
was reoeived, or has been received since.

It’s more understandable, 
perhaps, the report should 
dismiss as “innuendoes” sug¬ 
gestions by certain witnesses 
that liquor interests are 
forced to contribute to polit¬ 
ical slush funds. Since the 
government would profit by 
such a practice, if it exists, 
the commission may have felt 
there were other areas of 
reform requiring more urgent 
attention. 

★ ★ * 

Similarly the commission 
touched only lightly on 
charges “gifts” were sent by 
breweries and hotels to Liquor 
Control Board employees. 
(The report suggested the 
attorney general’s department 
malm a full investigation.) 

It was emphatic, however, 
on the need for reform of the 
present one-man “liquor czar" 
system of administration in 


favor of a three-^nember LCB 
with right of appeal from its 
decisions. There is no appeal 
machinery in existence now. 

The shadow of the cabinet 
looms large over all decisions 
of the board at present and 
there seems little likelihood 
that the kind of administra¬ 
tive changes envisioned by the 
commission wilt come into 
effect in the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture. Even if the proposed 
three-member board Is set up 
it is likely that any right of 
appeal Would be to the cabinet 
rather than the courts. 

♦ ★ * 

Liberal leader Pat McGeer, 
in demanding the right to 
examine LCB finances in 
detail in the Legislature's 
public accounts committee, 
has pinpointed the secrecy 
issue. The only information 
MLAs now receive about 
liquor sales in the province is 
ar simple balance sheet of the 
LCB operations. 

As McGeer pointed out in 
his letter to chairman George 
Muasallem Friday, testimony 
given to the Morrow commis¬ 
sion “suggests practices that 
may not be in toe public 
interest” and he argued it is 
essentiar the committee make 
a detailed study of LCB 
vouchers. I would say he 
hasn’t got a chance of suc¬ 
cess. But the point is never¬ 
theless well taken. 


I would think there is a fair 
chance that we’U end up with 
Sunday drinking with meals, 
liquor by the glass or in 
miniatures served in hotel 
rooms, perhaps even drink¬ 
ing in public places. 


But the essentially deplor¬ 
able official attitude towards 
drinking that it is still 
somehow evil and that those 
who indulge must be punished 
in various ways will 
remain. 

If that sounds pessimistic, 
listen to what two members of 
the 1952 royal commission 
inquiry into B.C. drinkihg 
laws had to say six years 
after their work was done. 
The commissioners were 
bitterly disappointed in the 
government's failure to carry 
out the basic recommenda¬ 
tions in their report. 


These included: breaking 
the brewers' and distillers' 
control of liquor interests in 
B.G.; taking beer parlors out 
of the control of hotel 
operators; providing adequate 
treatment and study of alco¬ 
holism; and setting up a three- 
member liquor commission. 

All either were or might 


have been recommended by 
the Morrow Commission li 
years later. It seems, on some 
basic aspects of liquor policy 
anyway, the more times 
change the more this govern¬ 
ment remains the same.

Oscar for Canadian? 


At this time of the year, I find It fascinating to specubte 
about who will walk off with the Oscars. The date this year, 
April 7, Is near enough for you to remember how right — or 
wrong — I can be.

In the best supporting male category, I doubt whether 
anyone would give an argument about Jack Nicholson in Easy 
Rider if he walks off with the award. Strange, that neither 
Peter Fonda nor Dennis Hopper were nominated. It was their 
misfortune that this last year was crammed with excellent 
performances, especially from the actors. 


I am not absolutely Inflexible on my choices. I shall do 
some more listening during the next two weeks. As the big 
night approaches, you get a sharper view of who is most 
likely to jyin. And never forget that the winners are not 
always the performers who SHOULD win. 
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Seventeen years ago today, on the Sunday preceding the 
first official day of spring, the Colonist announced our first 
free seed offer in this column. If I remember correctly, the 
seeds we gave away on that first occasion were those of the 
Black Zucchini squash, at that time virtually unknown in our 
part of the world. And every year since 1954, at the time of 
the vernal equinox, free Colonist seeds have been made 
available to the gardeners of Vancouver Island. 

It hasn't always been easy to find suitable seeds for these 
gifts; many of them were imported from far distant lands, 
and usually they have had some unique or dramatic quality 
not found tn the run-of-the-mill flowers and vegetables 
ordinarily grown hereabouts.

We have had some notable scoops in our seed offers too 
— the first seedi of the G 1 o r I o s a Daisy, the first 
Buttercrunch lettuce, the first Starfire tomato, the first 
Mai ope grand iflora, and so on. 

Breaking with tradition, our first free seeds this year are 
not new; in fact, some of the kinds included in the mixture 
we are offering have been around for well over 200 years. 
These are seeds of Dianthus Peppermint Pinks. 

To explain, Dianthus is the flower family which includes 
carnations, pinks and Sweet William. Peppermint Pinks is a 
name coined for a mixture of these seeds made up of the 
dwarf, compact and quick-growing members of the Dianthu* 
family. 

TTiis seed mixture is known Is the seed trade as a 
haphazard mixture, considerable care has been taken to 
ensure that every gift packet contains seeds of at least three 
different kinds of dwarf Dianthus. 


Some of these will be in solid deep colors — there is a 
particularly fine scarlet pink in the mixture. Some will be In 
pastel shade*, some single, some double, some fringed and 
laced, some with round-edged petals. All of them stand 
between six and 10 inches tall, growing quickly and easily 
from seed. 

Some of the seeds in your Colonist seed packet will he as 




modern as tomorrow — the Dianthus China Doll, for instance, 
is a 1970 All-American Award winner. Some of them — the 
old-fashioned "laced" pinks — were smuggled out of France 
by Huguenot weavers fleeing from the persecution of Louis 
XIV to establish new homes and gardens In Lincolnshire. 
These "weaver's pinks” were lost to horticulture for many 
years and were only recently rediscovered and made 
available-to today's gardens. 

Dianthus plants form mounds of grey-green, graas-lika 
leaves. Slender stems bear solitary loose clusters of several 
blossoms — rather like smallish carnations — in shades of 
pink, red, rose and white. Many of them — not ill — ara 
richly fragrant with a clove-like scent, 

I’ll be having quite a lot more to say about this most 
Interesting and historic collection of Dianthus seeds during 
this coming week, together with some suggestions for starting 
your gift seeds.

In the meantime, if you would like to have a go at 
growing some Peppermint Pinks, the seeds are yours for the 
asking. Just drop me a line, enclosing a stamped and self- 
addressed envelope, and our Colonist girls will put a packet 
of about 100 seeds in your own envelope and mail it right 
hack to you.

A friend of mine named Bill 
Rabe. who lives in Sault 
Ste. Marie, Michigan, heads a 
very successful phonograph 
company called Hush. Where 
Babe's company differs with 
others Is that the Hush label 
specializes in the recording erf 
silent records. 

Realizing that as other 
companies raised the decibels 
of their records, there would 
be a great market for silence, 
Rabe has been successfully 
recording silent records under 
the Hush label since 1960.

His first golden record 
which sold over a million 
copies was Calvin Coolidge 
Speaks which had on the other 
side of the label More of 
Greta Garbo. Rabe followed 
up this silent LP with Wall 
Street Cheering Herbert 
Hoover after the Stock Mar¬ 
ket Crash. 

Every year, Rabe has put 
out three or four silent 
records that have been played 
and appreciated by people all 
over. 

This year, Rabe has just 
issued a new release that 
could be the biggest hit Hush 
records ever had. It is titled 
The Silent Majority and has 
been recorded ml LP as well 
as tape.

Rabe and his brilliant staff 
of sound engineers travelled 
all over to get the exact 
silence necessary for each cut 
on the label. 

The Silent Majority is not 


only an electronic marvel, but 
an inspirational triumph as 
well. It could, with the proper 
playing by disk jockeys, be¬ 
come the biggest seller since 
My Fair Lady. 

I spoke to Rabe by tele¬ 
phone and he told me that 
Hush label was working day 
and night to meet the orders.

"I believe our timing was 
perfect. The Silent Majority 
wanted to hear themselves on 
records and If I must say so 
myself, the silence on this 
particular record is deafen¬ 
ing." 

"Where did you record The 
Silent Majority?" I asked 
him. 

“We went everywhere but 
we still found the best quality 
of silence to be found was In 
Washington, D.C. For 
example, the first cut on the 
record Is titled The State 
Department Explaining Our 
Commitment in I-aos. It's a 
silent triumph.

"We also recorded Civil 
Rights Leaders Listening to a 
Speech by Spiro Agnew, The 
Pentagon at the Senate De¬ 
fending Lockheed Overruns, 
and Strom Thurmond's Attack 
on the People Who Overturned 
the School Buses in Lamar, 
South Carolina."

Victoria's poor have little 
hope that the latest church 
drive to eliminate poverty will • 
change their situation, says 
the Victoria Low-Income 
Group's vice-president. 

"The churches have talked 
for centuries about helping 
the poor, but talk is all they 
do." Elaine Olszewski said 
Saturday. 

She was commenting on a 
newly-announced Canada-wide 
move to eliminate poverty at 
home and abroad by a coali¬ 
tion of 4fl church and voluntary 
agencies.

"Tlie coalition seeking to 
abolish poverty doesn't seem 
to include representatives of 
the underprivileged. 

'This underlines part of our 
problem — we are treated as.

many of us have to live at, 
and I do mind being a social 
outcast. 

“They don't seem to have

"Unless something changes 
and the churches start talking 
to us. and listening, then this 
whole movement will be a 
sham, as other movements 
have been in thp pntd." said 
Mrs. Olszewski.

Advice’ Is Key to Problem 


Clinic May Lower Illegitimacy 


By NANCY BROWN 

Easier access to birth con¬ 
trol information could lower 
Victoria’s illegitimacy rate 
from toe present 300 births a 
year, says Margaret Bonner, 
a social worker in the un¬ 
married parent’s section of 
the Victoria Family and Chil¬ 
dren’s Service. 

”We have hopes that the 
new birth control clinic in the 
city will be of help,” she said. 
“It is a place where a girl can 
go and feel anonymous when 
she's looking tor advice." 

Victoria's first birth control 
clinic opened Feb. 17 on the 
premises of the Metropolitan 
Board of Health, 1947 Cook 
and is open from 7 to 9 p.m. 
every Tuesday. 

★ * ★ 

Clients at the clinic pay for 
service according to ability. If 
they can afford it, clients are 
asked to pay $2.50 for the 
Initial interview, $2.50 tor the 
medical examination and the 
actual cost of the contracep¬ 
tive device or pills. 

"A lot of the girls I’ve 


talked to have said they were 
afraid to go to toeir own 
family doctor for advice, and 
that is why they got pregnant. 

“Some have even got as far 
as the doctor's office and then 
gone home or given some 
other reason for the visit,” 
said Mrs. Bonner. 

Most of the illegitimate 
babies born in the city to 
women from 15 to 44 were the 
result of stable relationships, 
she said. 

★ A ★ 

“Very few of the girls were 
prom iscuous. Most were 
happy young girls — a fair 
cross section of the city's 
youth with few emotional 
problems. 

"Some got married after 
the birth of their babies, some 
gave up their babies and 
several young women decided 
to keep the child.” 

Mrs. Bonner said that often 
the father of the children 
wanted marriage while the 
girl didn’t. 

"I think the girls are very 
aware of the high divorce rate 
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and are reluctant to enter into 
a forced marriage. They find 
it difficult to be sure that 
marriage is really what the 
boy wants, or if he feels he is 
being morally forced to pro¬ 
tect her with a marriage 
ceremony.” 

Mrs. Bonner said the ille¬ 
gitimate birth rate is down 
Blightly this year from the 
previous year. 

The large majority of un¬ 
married mothers, said Mrs. 
Bonner, are between IS and 
21, but there are representa¬ 
tives of all age groups. The 
latest figures show that be¬ 
tween March, 1968, and 
March, 1969, seven women 
were between 35 and 44 when 
their children were bom. 

"The older women have a 
tougher time than the young 
girla,” she said. 


"Increasingly toe young girl 
has family support, and she 
does have her life before her, 
The older woman is actutely 
conscious of the social stigma, 
and she has a fuller realiza¬ 
tion of what she is giving up if 
she decides to have the child 
adopted. 

★ * * 

“It's also that much harder 
for her if she has to quit her 
job during pregnancy and 
later find another job, or if 
she has been married before, 
to explain things to her 
children.” 

The younger girls, said Mrs. 
Bonner, face two great crises. 

The first comes when she 
has to tell her family about 
her pregnancy, and the second 
when the child is bom. 

"Some of toe younger girts 
find the reality of birth very

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difficult,” said Mrs. Bonner. 
"Often they will skate along 
not really acknowledging that 
they are pregnant, but once 
the child is bom they have to 
face that reality and make 
real decisions about the fu¬ 
ture. 

"Most girls have basically 
made their decisions during 
pregnancy, and while they 
may have second thoughts 
when the baby is bom, most 
stay with their original ideas. 
★ * ★ 

"However, the girt who 
hasn't made a plan in ad¬ 
vance may find decisions 
doubly tough when she is 
emotionally involved with toe 
birth of her child.” 


Legally a mother may give 
her child up for adoption 10 
days after birth, and when¬ 
ever possible social workers 
prefer to see a baby adopted 
from the hospital. 

★ * * 

“However, we will put toe 
child into a foster home if we 
think the mother hasn’t really 
thought out an adequate plan 
for the baby. 

"Neither do we like to see 
adoption papers signed unless 
the mother has seen her child 
— no one should give anything 
up unless they know just what 
they are doing, and only then 
is there a fair chance that 
they will be able to live with 
their decisions.”

She ia a mem¬ 
ber of the Weathermen, a mili¬ 
tant and anarchistic segment of 
the Students tar a Democratic 
Society. 

The March 6 blast was fol¬ 
lowed a week later by terrorist 
bomb explosions in three mid¬ 
town big-bualness skyscrapers 
that did extensive damage but 
caused no injuries. And for the 
past few days there have been 
hundreds of bomb scares and 
dozens of buildings evacuated.

“He told me twice that he felt 
there is a tremendous feeling of 
friendship for Canada among

continue past the bathing 
beach to the large parking 
area at the outlet end of 
Beaver Lake. From there look 
for the trail leading along the 
west side of both lakes. 

Trees on either side of the 
trail have overgrown across 
tba trail, making a delightful 
tunnel-like walk. 

This makes a good hike for 
birdwatchers who enjoy see¬ 
ing both songbirds and the 
ducks, geese and swans on the 
lake, for wildflower lovers, 
and for fishermen who can sit 
along the banks and fish for 
both bass and trout. 

You can walk for nearly two 
miles along this trail and 
come out at Brookleigh Road 
at the northwest end of Elk 
Lake.

panorama enables you to 
follow the shipping from Vic¬ 
toria to Oak Bay and into the 
Gulf of Georgia. 

To get to Mount Tolmie 
drive north on Richmond 
Road, turn right on Mayfair 
Drive, which is a paved road 
leading to the summit. 

Before leaving Mount 
Tolmie drive down the road 
on the north side and park in 
one of the small turnoffs. 
There are a number of 
walking paths, some paved, 
and they lead through an 
unusually extensive selection 
of native plants. 

Black Pines 

These include some unusual 
varieties of pines, yellow 
cedars, cypress, red oaks, 
black pines, Monterey pines, a 
variety of aurcaria of the 
monkey puzzle family, and a 
great many of the newer 
v a r ieties of multi-colored 
hybrid broesns which make 
quite a showing in April. 

North slope of Mount 
Tolmie is parkland*, down to 
Cedar Hill Cross Road. 

There are more than 4,000 
rhododendron and azalea 
bushes in Playfair Park, 
which present a spectacular 
showing at the end of April 
and in early May. 


Drive out Quadra and lorn 
right on Glenora, just before 
the Lake Hill hall. There is 
parking at the end of the road 
and paths lead through the 
cultivated and semi-wild areas 
of this beautiful little park. 

To get to Mount Douglas 
Park drive out Shelboume to 
the park gate. There is a 
sandy beach, playground, and 
picnic area, and to go up the 
739-foot hill retrace back 
along towards Shelbourne and 
turn right on the road which 
climbs near the summit, view- 
area and paths. 

At the summit there is a 
wind-free Beat and a cleaver 
system of direction indicators 
which point to the piaoes of 
interest in the distance and 
far-away distances like Japan. 

More Variety 

Far more variety, at the 
entrance to the park summit 
road turn south on Cedar Hill 
Road and at first bend to left, 
turn right up a non-surface 
road, and park your car.

The trail goes around to the 
west side of the mountain.

From the end of the road It 
is a short walk to the 1,030- 
foot summit of Mt. Newton 
where you can look west to 
Saanich Inlet and the Mala- 
hat, Patricia Bay Highway 
and Sidney to the north, with 
the various Gulf Islands and 
San Juan Islands in the 
distance, with Mt. Tuam high 
out of Salt Spring and the 
steep cliffs clearly distinguish¬ 
ing James Island. 

For a pleasant walk, not in 
a park, drive out Patricia Bay 
Highway, turn right on Royal 
Oak Avenue at the traffic 
signal before the cemetery 
and just after Rithet’s Swamp 
on the right, which is noted 
for its birdlife and bog plants. 

Drive over the hill and 
Lockside Drive crosses Royal 
Oak Avenue just before 
Lochside School. Park along¬ 
side the road and you can 
walk either way on Lockside 
Drive, which is not a road, 
but the old Canadian Northern 
Pacific Railway grade, which 
ran from Sidney to Victoria. 

Right-of-Way 

Lochside Drive is still old 
railway right-of-way and 
hasn’t been constructed as a 
road. 

Walking north toward Cor¬ 
dova Bay you go through 
undeveloped area and you 
may see many native trees, 
including firs, cedars, Gary 
oaks, maples, ferns, and salal. 
You can walk about a mile 
before you come to pavement 
on Lochside Drive, near Hali- 
burton in the Cordova Bay 
area. 

Alternatively you can walk 
south to Lohbrunner Road, 
which leads to Blenkinsop 
Road.

2. One diamond.

and then bid two hearts over partner's response of < ne 
spade, (me no trump or two clubs, By adopting this 
sequence of bidding, which raise* the auction to a rela¬ 
tively high level if partner wants to return to your first 
*uit. you tell your partner that your hjind is strong 
enough to warrant this procedure. . 

3. One spade. This hand is not strong enough to Justi¬ 
fy a "reverse" sequence of bidding a* In the previous 
problem and therefore, In order to be able to show both 
major suit* at a reasonable level, it is desirable to open 
one spade even though you have more hearts than spades 

4. One diamond, A very reliable principle applies here: 
with a 4-4-4-1 hand pattern. It is usually best to open the 
suit next in rank below the singleton sulh It will be found 
that this procedure enables the three suits to be shown 
wkh maximum economy of space. 

5. One diamond. There is an exception to practically 
every rule in bridge, and in this hand it is advisable not 
to fallow the normal principle of opening the higher-rank¬ 
ing of two touching four-card suits. This is because it is 
seldom wise to open a very weak fDut'card major suit, 
for partner may raise you—either now or later-with 
inadequate three-r<trd support.

Natural Bounty

In winter I often see 
my Indian friends in Pen¬ 
ticton super markets but 
when early summer peeps 
around the corner Vll go 
with them while they har¬ 
vest natural foods . 

The plants I am going to mention 
are just a few among the many. 
More than two dozen roots, seeds, 
sprouts and fruits are known to have 
been a part of aboriginal diet. 

Too much habitat of native food 
plants, about to be described, has 
been damaged, destroyed or usurped 


by orchards, farms and urban 
sprawl while much open range land 
has been overgrazed. 

The first to herald the spring is 
Saskatoon (Amalanchia spc). In 
favored southern Okanagan locations 
the fragrant, white-clustered blos¬ 
soms that decorate shrubs 10 or 
more feet high open in April. The 
fruit, however, does not ripen until 
June, hence its other name, June- 
berry or more commonly Olailie. 

Historically the fruit, which 
Indians know as ‘see-yia* was, and 
still is* eaten fresh. It is also dried 


for winter use or the dry berries 
pounded with deer fat into a sort of 
a pemmican. 

The use of Juneberry has been 
extended since whitemen came to 
the land. The berries make a tasty 
jelly, preserves and I can recom¬ 
mend Juneberry pie. 

One native food, still gathered In 
quantity, is bitter root (Lewisia 
rediviva). In late spring it grows 
freely on the dry Indian bench land 
west of the city. The delicate white 
to pinkish blossoms, only about two 
inches across, hug the ground 


closely. Plants spring up suddenly, 
blossom a few days later, then fada 
completely away. When the root* 
are dug in mid-May, before the bud* 
burst into flower, the bitter outer 
skin slips off easily. At this time the 
roots are tender since the stored 
starch has not been utilized by the 
developing blossom. 

I always note how my com¬ 
panions, contrary to what whitemen 
would do, treat their land with care, 
affection might be a better Word-

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experience with her, while planning 
our trip north. We also took night 
courses in coastal navigation. End¬ 
less lists of stores, charts, gear, 
clothing, etc., were composed, dis¬ 
cussed, revised or discarded. After 
making seemingly endless trips 
down the floats, everything was at 
last checked, loaded, and stowed 
away (the boat settled an extra inch 
or sol), and we were ready. May 9 
under sunny skies, with light 
breezes, we waved farewell to 
friends and sailed out of Tsehum 
Harbor. 

Cowichan Bay, Montague Harbor 
and Telegraph Harbor were over¬ 
night stops. Then out Into a 15-knot 
northwester in the Gulf, via Porlier 
Pass. To Joan this was really new 
on anything smaller than a B.C. 
ferry. It was so exhilarating that, in 
lighting a cigarette for me, she kept 


reached by motoring under clear hat 
sides no wind, the sea mirror calm. 
The harbor is well sheltered with 
government, private or commercial 
docks in almost every bay. There 
are several stores and fuel floats to 
choose from, a laundromat between 
Hospital and Garden Bays, and an 
hotel a short walk from the 
government dock in Hospital Bay, 
where we slaked our thirsts with a 
chilled pitcher of beer. 

Malaspina Strait can be quite 
nasty, especially after several days 
of southeasterlies.

open, requiring more anchor line 
than many smaller boats carry.

Norfti we went again, up Lewis

Bay with its abandoned cannery in 
ruine. A galvanized water pipe laid 
down the long government dock, 
under a hot sun, a shed on the float, 
and lo! a boathouse. Lazy hot days, 
but early evenings called for 
“skeeter" repellant. 

Our second lazy morning there, a 
large houseboat-type cruiser roared 
in with what seemed to be a dozen 
people of varying sizes and ages 
lined up an its deck. Upon drawing 
parallel with the float the motor was 
cut, there came a shout, and 
everyone leaped to the dock holding 
onto a line for. dear life. Then a 
mightly crash, a flurry of line tying 
and they all stood back, well 
pleased. Best landing to date! 

From Redonda Bay we made a 
side trip down Sutil Channel to Read 
Island, and to Van Donop Inlet and 
Whaletown on Cortes Island. 

Yuculta Rapids, Dent Rapids . • • 
names that brought to mind stories 
we were told of large vessels being 
sucked into huge whirlpools, and 
enormous logs being tossed into the 
air like matchsticka. 

Imagination after that made us 
hesitate to begin the fearsome trip. 
However, the evening of June 18 
found us at Stuart Island landing at 
the south end of Yuculta Rapids. 
Waiting with other boats for suitable 
slack water, we made toe acquain¬ 
tance of a sailing couple from 
Victoria in their ketch Raireva. We 
agreed to keep each other company 
through toe rapids. That night, 
careful calculations were made for 
slack water. We would bravely go 
forth into turbulent waters next day 
—at 4:45 a.m.! 

“Ha, what was so terrible about 
that?" we said smugly to one 
another later, sitting on the sunny 
dock at Shoal Bay. “Now we’re ready 
for anything." The six-mile passage 
had been uneventful. A few swirls 
here and there, drifting logs, lots of 
Junk, a few boats coming down, one 
an old acquaintance from Fulford 
Harboi At our boat speeds of four 
to five knots, we were through quite

the used match and threw the full 
pack of cigarettes overboard!

to the right of way of sailboats. 
Prudently we kept fairly close to oar 
side of toe Strait 

Inside again. Port Harvey fs a 
beantiftd, sheltered bay, with an rid 
government dock at the head, but no 
fa cili t ies of any kind. There are also 
many good shallow anchorages 
w h ere crab should lurk in the eel 
g r ass . Fishing is good around the 
Brakes Islands at the entrance. 

Havaxmnh and Chatham Channels 
are the southern gateways to the 
sheltered c t usk g waters north and 
west of Mimir ei Island. There are 
some TOO square miles of sparsely 
inhabited Wands, channels, inlets, 
bays and cover, with lofty, snow- 
mottled peaks for backdrop. 

Steep-forested islands dot this 
ragged area, with names like Eden, 
Insect, Mara, and Midsummer. Their 
often placid surfaces mirror-like. 
Trib une, CSeo, Sutlej Channels and 
Pcp phc ao c Passage, wind amid 
towering grey cliffs. Waterfalls drop 
a hun dr ed feet in roaring confusion, 
the spray arching rainbows in toe 
ml Huge eagles and ravens are 
Mack aflbooettes against blue skies. 
Owes and bays beckon to be 
explored. Sand, rode and ahefl 
beaches are frto ge d by thick forests 
where deer, squirrels, mink, and the 
occasional bear and wolf regard fn 
stai curiosity Intruders into their 
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quickly. As was said: “aH that fuss 
and furor and not much to write 
home about!” 

Shoal Bay is part of the B.C. 
coast marine chain, and has aH 
facilities. It is the last place on the 
inside passage north, except Bknd 
Bay, for fuel and stores until 
Minstrel Island. Of course there is 
always Kelsey Bay, but that’s across 
Johnstone Straits. 

Raireva left for home, and we, 
after four lazy days locally, de¬ 
parted northward* through Green 
Point Rapids. We anchored over¬ 
night la Edith Cove in Beaver Inlet 
off Lochborough Inl e t , leaving early 
next morning in a light fog and 
spi ffin g rain to negotiate Whirlpool 
Rapids in the Wellbore. Following 
toe suggestions in the tide book and 
B.C Pilot made our passages 
th ro u gh all the rapids, at stack 
times, not at all uncomfortable nor 
difficult. 

Once out of W hir lp ool Rapids, toe 
wtad freshened. We raised sail 
thinking to reach doom S unde r lan d 
Channel Into Johnstone Strait to 
make Port Neville before desk, 
about four hours away. However, oft 
toe point short of Bkenkinsop Bay, 
the ffcfe ran strong and steep. Wito 
tide and wind agatost us we were 
only going backwards, so back we 
went tafeo tiny McLeod Bay for a 
peaceful night. Next marring early 
we motored on to Port Neville 
th r ough calmer seas. 

Port Neville peered i fl aa ppn i nt - 
fng. The store closed about two 
y ears ago and only the post office 
and fori dock remained. We have 
heard teat even these ore bow 
clo se d . Currents and winds are 
strong and co n tr a ry so caution is 
need e d to docking. 

About 11 a.m. toe tide changed to 
ebb, and the increasing wind to the 
Pkt decided our moving on. Ones 
outside, however, we motored the 
eight mfles north to Port Harvey. 
We must confess we are not dyed-in- 
the-wool sailing people. Long 
re aches or running, ftoe; but beating 
3S mfles to maim 8 mSes of h eadw a y 
does net appeal, especially Into 
rising seas and wind la Johnstone 
Strait

The first puzzle began early in 
February when 35-year-old Belfast 
native William Black, “the insane 
man,” surrendered to police . But 
in that enlightened age before psy¬ 
chiatry, there was little authorities 
could do for him beyond locking 
him up or having him hospitalized . 
Surprisingly, they did neither, turn¬ 
ing the “tall, dark complexioned 
man with dark hair, whiskers and 
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moustaches” into the street. 


Not altogether surprisingly, the distraught 
man vanished, leaving only a few friends to 
ponder his whereabouts and safety, then begin a 
search. Days later, worried acquaintances 
dragged the Inner Harbor with grappling irons. 
Their action had been prompted by reports that, 
at 10:30 on the Saturday night Black was last 
seen, shouting had been heard coming from the 
old bridge linking James Bay with town. "A 
man’s voice was Ward distinctly twice imploring 
some other person not to throw' him over the 
bridge.” a 

The mysterious voice could have been that of 
a drunk, of someone involved in a fight <not 
uncommon along Victoria’s waterfront), or even 
that of a highwayman’s victim, also not an 
uncommon occurrence. 

Whatever, Black’s faithful friends were 
Investigating all leads. After a day’s labor,’ they 
abandoned grappling operations. The same week, 
they spread farther afield, scouring the lonely 
forests of Saanich, asking one and all if they had 
seen the hapless Black. But no one had, arid the 
Colonist concluded, "there is no room for hope 
that he is still in the land of the living.” 

For four days one concerned friend trekked 
the Saanich wilds, before returning to town iri 
defeat. To date, authorities apparently having 
taken little interest In the heartrending affair, the 
search had been limited to Black’s acquaintances. 

Then they too despaired, and poor William 
Black faded into obscurity; at least, until the end 
of March, when a gruesome discovery was made 
on the lonely beach of Foul Bay. Here, in the 
shallow depths, was found half a skeleton. Only 
the spinal column, "white and bare,” remained- 
above the waist, whereas the legs were intact, 
still clothed in fine black cassimere trousers and 
expensive calfskin boots. This time police were 
moved to investigate, theorizing the remains, 
•‘those of a large man,” to be those of Black, that 
he had been carried by the tide from Inner 
Harbor. 


Two days later, upon positive identification of 
the clothing by friends, Black was interred, the 
Inquest ruling he had committed suicide by drown¬ 
ing while insane. 

The mystery deepened, April 8, when a 
second body was pulled ashore, this time from 
the frigid water off Clover Point. The headless 
corpse was that of a white man, wearing only a 
red shirt and undershirt. On the left arm was a 
tattoo. 

At the inquest, under direction of A. F. 
Pemberton, the jury reviewed the grisly remains, 
learning that, contrary to earlier reports, the 
head was intact, although decomposed beyond 
recognition. Howeved, jurors did have some 
tangible clues with which to work. From the 
man’s clothing, and the tattoo, "Kaikiak,” they 
surmised he had been a Kanaka. 

As to the cause of death, they could only 
conjecture. Because the body had been found near 
the remains of William Black, they concluded 
that the cries for help which had been heard that 
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Saturday night on James Bay bridge had been 
those of the Kanaka, when accosted by the raving 
Irishman. Earlier, Black had "chased two or 
three persons along Birdcage Walk,” and the jury 
considered It UUy he had continued on to Clover 
Point, encounfMii the hapless Kanaka, and had 
hurled both over the cliff into the sea. 

The following day, the body was formerly 
identified as being that of an Indian who had 
vanished from Esquimalt weeks before. 

Whether he had been murdered by Black, 
none could say, and the puzzle, unsolved, was 
consigned to oblivion. 

The tragedy of William Black had already 
been overshadowed by an even stranger dis¬ 
appearance, that of a German miner who seemed 
to have vanished into thin air. 

This enigma had begun in February, also, 
when die wealthy miner’s Fisgard Street lodgings 
had been thoroughly searched without revealing a 
single clue as to his whereabouts. "The contents 
of the room were found, on examination, to be 
undisturbed. His clothes lay on a chair, a 50-cent 
piece was found on the mantelpiece, his pipe on a 
table, just a* he last laid them down. 

"Everything in and about the apartment 
indicated that the man had stepped out-of-doors 
intending to return immediately — yet he was 
never seen afterwards. 

"Inquiry at one of the banks disclosed the 
fact that he had upwards of $2,000 on deposit 
there. He was known as a sober, industrious man 
and had never shown any symptoms of insanity. 
The idea that he committed suicide is scouted by 
those who knew him best, and the presumption 
prevails that he was attacked near his room by 
someone aware of his wealth, who supposed that 
he carried the money on his person, foully 
murdered and his body secreted.” 

Remarkably, as before, the lethargic police 
seem to have expressed little interest, the 
Oolonizt concluding with the plea: "We hope that 
steps will be taken to unravel the mystery.” 

The missing miner was temporarily forgotten, 
however, by the discovery of a third body, this 
time that of a young woman, floating face down 
in Cadboro Bay. Brought to town, the pathetic 
remains were identified as those of 18-year-old 
Martha Ann Booth, who vanished from her 
Esquimalt Road home early on the morning of 
April 19. 

To her mother’s query, she had replied she 
was en route to town "for a short time.” At.l 
p.m., she was seen at Government and Fort 
streets, and again, an hour later, passing the 
Cadboro Bay home of Benjamin Evans. When she 
had not returned by dusk, friends of the family 
began a search, without success, until an Indian 
youth noticed her hoopsldrt, unbuckled at the 
waist, lying on toe rocks, and spotted her body in 
the clear waters below. 

"The poor girl ... is believed to have thrown 
herself into the water from the rocks ... 

"This opinion is strengthened by the fact that 
her clothing is neither disarranged nor torn, 
which would not be the case had her death 
resulted from violence, and she had given 
evidence of a deranged mind for some time 
past.” 

At the inquest William Booth testified as to 
his daughter’s "strangeness of manner” during 


previous months. A week later, the Jury rendered 
i verdict of death by suicide. « 

In the meantime, police had painstakingly 
pieced together scraps of paper left by the 
unfortunate girl beside a spring: 

. * "Farewell, farewell, it is a solemn sounds 
And often brings a sigh; 

But give to me that good old word 
That come<s) from the heart—’goodbye’.” 

Forty years later, pioneer journalist D. W. 
Higgins would weave a sinister tale of the 
supernatural and tragedy, remembered to this 
day as the legend of Cadboro Bay’s long lost 
Mystic Spring. 

By amazing coincidence, police had been busy 
with not one body—but three! On the same day 
as Indian Jack’s discovery of Miss Booth’s body, 
a second had been found by a Mr. Glide of 
Metchosin while searching for stray cattle a mile 
and a half from his home. 

The remains, thought to be have been there 
at least three months, were clad in grey tweed, 
trousers, patched with flour sacking, two blue 
miners’ shirts, a pair of plaid woollen socks and 
shoes. Across the body lay a length of rope,' 
beside it a sou’-wester hat with plain red lining, 
an empty flour sack and a torn corduroy jacket 

Who he was, how he died is not recorded. 
Perhaps officials overlooked him in investigating. 
the mystery of yet a third corpse, found in 
Esquimalt the day before. v { 

"The number of dead bodies lately found In 
different places is something so unusual amongst 
us that it is exciting quite an alarm,” marvelled 
the newspaper. ’‘Only one of the four male bodies 
so far has been identified, and in that one case 
circumstances point to foul play.” 

The Colonist was referring to the Esquimalt 
corpse, apparently forgetting William Black's 
remains had been duly identified, then wandered 
off into an editorial on morality. 

"There appears all over the world ■ 
periodical plethora of such events. For a long 
time crime and misfortune will to a certain 
extent retire from public notice, as though 
exhausted, and then suddenly reappear like an 
epidemic and scourge and shock society to the 
utmost We cannot expect always to escape toe 
common lot of humanity, but while we regret toe • 
duty, and lament toe necessity of making such 
records, we confess so far we see nothing 
indicating a disorganized state of society.” 

Those avidly following news of the bizarre 
discoveries became even more intrigued when the 
body found in Esqqimalt was officially identified 
as that of Fisgard Street’s missing miner (Irish, 
not German), James Smith, who vanished about 
the same time as William Black. 

Unlike Black, however, Smith had unquestion¬ 
ably been murdered, his skull crushed by several 
blows with a blunt weapon. Surprisingly, his 
remains, located on Skinner’s farm, had 
apparently not been robbed, as, although his 
pockets had been pulled inside out, a Bank of 
B.C: cheque for $1,200, a box of percussion caps, 
an old meerschaum pipe, an eyeglass, and some 
coins remained. 

Only his revolver appeared to be missing, as 
evidenced by Smith's empty holster. 

Investigators concluded he had been "decoyed 
ko the spot by ruffians aware of his wealth, and

at fha institute and I came up to my room. I 
remarked at not seeing Smith hi his room. I went 
to the institute but did not see Smith there. I 
slept in my room all night and went to Esquimalt 
in the morning. The first or the second Sunday 
after the disappearance I came up again and then 
I heard Smith had been missing all the week. 

"I took an inventory of all the things In 
Smith’s room, with Mr. and Mrs. Lange. I never 
heard any more of the matter until the body was 
found. The afternoon the body was found I told 
Geer, the first witness, about it, and we started 
to see tee remains, when we met a man called 
Dutch Joe coming back, and he told us there was 
no upe in going down as the officer had the body 
at the dead house. 

“We never went to see the body. It was 
buried I gave evidence at tee inquest This is 
all I know about it Some part of Mrs Lange’s 
evidence is incorrect, but mainly It is true. I deny 
having told Geer teat McKinlay and I bad come 
to the ccnctosioa teat a certain Irishman 
murdered Smith.” 

In marked contrast to the latter part of 
Hewitt’s statement, in which he said he and Geer 
had started out to view the body, Inspector 
Bowden testified that when he had asked him to 
see Smith’s remains, Hewitt replied, “he would 
not, as he did not like to see dead bodies.” He 
had, however, identified. Smith’s clothing. 

Three days later, Henry Hewitt walked from 
the courtroom a free man, “no evidence being 
adduced to oonoect him with the murder of 
James Smith two years ago.** 

And there tee case eotks. Who did meet 
James Smite aa the lonely Esquimalt road a 
century ago? Henry Hewitt? We'll never know. 

Thus ended Victoria's epidemic of corpses. In 
two exciting months, she had experienced two 
suicide*, a murder, a suspected murder, and one 
death of unknown cause. 


Mr. and Mrs. Lange, upon talking ft over, 
were somewhat disturbed by Hewitt’s assertion, 
and decided to lock up Smith’s room until he 
should return. A year later, the tragic miner not 
having shown up, the good landlady turned his 
effects over to police. 

After the conversation with trie Langes, 
Hewitt had moved to Esquimalt, re-engaging his 
room three weeks later. Then, in April, Smith’s 
battered body had been found at Esquimalt. Upon 
the news, Hewitt had asked Mrs. Lange “if she 
had told anyone that he was acquainted with 
Smith.’* When she nodded affirmatively, he 
replied he was sorry she had as he did not wish 
to become involved. 

Mrs. Lange then testified to having heard 
Hewitt ask another boarder if he had mentioned 
to her having seen him (Hewitt) and Smite going 
to Esquimalt together. 

A former boarder, David Geer, testified he 
had discussed Smith’s disappearance with Hewitt. 
He said Hewitt had remarked he and a Mr. 
McKinlay “had come to tee conclusion that an 
Irishman who lived in Lange's house had 
murdered Smith.- Hewitt asked Geer, also, if be 
had told Mrs. Lange of his travelling to 
Esquimalt with Smite. 

“I told him no—that I didn’t know Smith was 
mis shut until the Tuesday following his dis¬ 
appearance." 

“I knew Smith when he first came to 
Victoria,’* said Hewitt “He took a room at Mrs. 
Lange’s house opposite to mine. He told me he 
came from Boise to get Ms eyes treated. I 
recommended him to Dr. Asti. He Joined the 
Mechanic’s Institute and we hod frequent 
conversations and walks. I got a job at Esquimalt 
to load the ship Nightingale, and I moved down to 
Esquimau, but used to come up every Saturday 
night and stay over Sunday. 

“One Tuesday night there was an entertainment 


The inquest ruled he had been murdered by a 
person cr persons unknown. Then the tantalizing 
tale of James Smite, too, faded into limbo — for 
29 months. 

The “thrill of horror” which had swept the 
afty tee previous April was vividly recalled by 
residents when “a respectable appearing” man 
named Henry Hewitt presented himself at the 
police barracks in Bastion Square with the 
announcement he was surrendering to answer an 
accusation of having murdered Smith. 

It seems that Smith’s landlady, Mrs. G. Lange, 
bad been whispering about town teat ha, Hewitt, 
wfca also boarded in her home, had lured poor 
Smith to his doom on the isolated Esquimalt 
farm, and he wished to clear himself of the evil 
Msinuation. 

In court, Mrs. Lange testified she had last 
spoken to Smith on Feb. 2 of tee previous year 
■hpw he mentioned a desire to go to Esquimalt, 
hut, due to his poor eyesight and the fact he was 
new to the efty, he was waiting tor Hewitt, who 
marked in Esquimalt, to guide him. She saw him 
twice afterwards, without speaking, and a week 
later called at his room to collect her rent. 

Hie landlady knocked twice; receiving no 
answer, and seeing that the door was ajar, she 
stepped into his room. Smith was not home, but 
fate room was neat, “looking as if he had just 
■topped out for a moment.**' Mrs. Lange returned 
several times but did not see Smith again. 

A week after the miner’s disappearance, she 
and Mr. Lange approached Hewitt, who was not 
tody a boarder but Smith’s best friend. Hewitt 
denied having seen Smite, teen, curiously, said 
teat Smite had told him he (Hewitt) could have 
-Whatever property he (Smith) might leave 
behind . . . whenever he left Victoria.”

rooming house showed that Bagley and Fawcett 
had stayed there. 

While this was happening, out near Barnet 
Bagley got tired of waiting lor his companion's 
return. “Got a badge?” he enquired of Cameron. 
Cameron nodded assent, and Bagley relieved him 
of it. 

“Sit here for a while," said Bagley, ‘Tve got 
to get into town.” 

As Cameron fumbled* with the knotted cord 
behind his back, Bagley' sauntered up through 
the brush trail to the highway and a few minutes 
later was in a nearby coffee bar. Approaching a 
man on a stall he said: “Is that your car 
outside.” 

“Yes,” said the coffee drinker. Then Bagley 
produced the badge, with the remark. “I’m a 
police officer, and my car broke down along the 
road. I have to get to Vanouver in a hurry. I 
want you to take me.” 

“Sure thing,” said the customer (his name 
was Chasney) and soon he was behind the wheel 
of his cor driving Bagley Westward. 

However another customer in the coffee bar 
who overheard the conversation was rather 
suspicious. What with all these manhunts going on 
he figured he'd telephone the Burnaby municipal 
police. Sgt. Maxwell took the call, and eventually 
when he spotted Chasney's car rammed it Into 
the curb at Vernon Drive and East Hastings. As 
Maxwell stepped out of his car, so did Bagley, but 
with a blazing gun. Maxwell promptly slumped to 
the pavement with four bullets in Mm. Chasney, ; 
open-mouthed and not grasping what was going 
on, then saw Bagley jump in Ms ear and roar off 
in the direction of Vancouver. 

Hushed to hospital, Maxwell was two hours on 
the operating table, and only by a miracle was 
his life saved. 

Though news of Fawcett's arrest and 
BagSey'i gun play on East Hastings moved the 
police activity into overdrive, somehow Bagley 
eluded every stratagem and managed to cross the 
border. 

Proof of this came eight months later when 
San Francisco and Oakland detectives teamed up 
to crash in on an expensive apartment suite in 
Oakland, and find Bagley holding council with a. 
group of hard-faced ex-cons. 

News of his arrest immediately caused 
Victoria to ask Ottawa far his extradition for the 
attempted murder of Sgt. Maxwell. 

But California had to have its say first There 
was plenty to say. 

Seems that Bagley was the mastermind of a 
gang that had terrorized the Oakland-Bay region 
for months. 

Remember tall and lanky George Fredericks? 
Bagley's pal from his early Seattle days? 
Disobeying the mastermind, George and a pal 
called Sam Lynch tried a little extracurricular 
caper, and stuck up a crowded supper club. 
Departing in a hurry, on the sidewalk they ran 
into a couple of policemen. One of them grabbed 
Fredericks, but Sam managed to leap to the 
running board of a passing car before a bullet 
from the second officer’s gun cut him down. In 
hospital, Sam, thinking he was at death's door, 
told all. When surgery saved his life, he of course 
wished he hadn't. 

Hence the raid on Bagley's hideout, which 
netted about the wildest group the coast police 
had seen in one spot for a long time. There was 
Fredericks, for instance, with a 24-year record of 
shootings and holdups, who was out on $10,000 bail 
for robbing the American Express Company at 
Tacoma. In May, 1921, this character beat a 
murder rap when he shot a man's eye out. Later 
the same year, for a Seattle bulk holdup, he got 
10 to 20 at Walla Walla, where he was by far the 
worst prisoner. Once, in fact, he did an 
unbelievable 38 months in solitary! His pal Sam 
Lynch had a 10-year record for narcotics and 
burglary. 

Nick Rantelli and Daryl Brown were held for 
possession of 10 machine-guns and automatic 
pistols in Bagley's plush rendezvous. 

Then there was Marty Flynn, with a 20-year 
record of lawbreaking, and Tony Campagnini bad 
just finished 10 years at San Quentin. 

Police were interested to note that most ol 
them had Seattle records. Reason was, they were 
all recruited by Bagley's pal Fredericks. 

It was estimated the gang's holdup operations 
netted them a million dollars in four months. 

All got long terms, and Bagley went to 
Folsom, the California state prison, for life. • 

This time “life” meant life .. and Bagley 
knew it And he was 40. 

As I have emphasized, Bagley, despite his 
disarming bespectacled look, had a lightning mind 
for a situation.

up with Ethan McNabb, a very hard character 
hailing from Glasgow, Scotland. 

They planned an escape, but needed a gun. I 
know you won't believe it, but bit by bit over the 
months they actually fashioned one from scraps 
of metal. It was a single-shot affair capable of 
firing a .22 bullet. Ingeniously they even fashioned 
that, a .22 cartridge and bullet complete with an 
explosive propellent. 

In their escape plan they included old faithful 
George Fredericks, and a safe and lock expert 
called Masters. 

They were all set to go on an afternoon in 
April, 1934, when a heavy fog rolled in over the 
California coast. When dusk fell, Bagley sawed 
some bars to release Fredericks, Masters and 
McNabb. Then, slipping noiselessly from one 
vantage point to another, the quartet eventually 
gained the yard. Maybe it was about now that 
Fredericks and Masters chickened out, and 
retreated inside the building. Bagley and 


McNabb, however, managed to gain the main 
gate, but found a man on duty, Guard John 
Ar buckle. 

Despite the levelled pistol ana the hoarse 
injunction to open up, Arbuckle went for Ms 
whistle. One shot from the home-made weapon 
drilled him through the heart. 

The shot created a flurry of action and 
flashing lights ... and Bagley and McNabb were 
caught 

Under California law life-termers involved in 
an escape attempt costing human life are head ed 
straight for the gallows. It happened, to WQBaxn 
Bagley and Ethan McNabb. 

It's from case histories like these ftri g 
younger generation gets an insight into the 
"roaring twenties.” For as any old policeman wlU 
tell you ... those were the action-filled daysl j 
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So wrote Amor de Cosmos in 
his editorial of June 7, 2861* Ho 
was afraid then that perhaps Bea¬ 
con Hill Park might be swept away 
in some building etaze, but today, 
107 years later, people are still 
walking in Beacon Hill Park, and 
still strolling along the tdiff top or 
driving along Dallas Road . 

Since this story is in the mam aboot Dallas 
Road, we had better nip away from the park and

start in the proper place which would be the old 
beginning of Dallas Road somewhere on Belleville 
Street—about where the B.A. £*aint Company novr 
stands. 

Nowadays, Dallas, which was named after 
Alexander Grant Dellas of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company, starts, at the end of Erie Street by 
Fisherman's Wharf, and one of the first buildings 
of interest is the old red brick immigration 
building put up in 1908 to house Chinese 
immigrants whilst they were undergoing inter¬ 
rogation before being accepted as citizens of the 
new world. 

The building is boarded up and sadly deserted 
now; a somewhat depressing memorial to the 
bustling past, and perhaps a tit companion to the 
silent sheds of the VMD yards opposite. 

In the not-so-good old days, many newcomers 
came to these shores, but not all were allowed to 
land If rejected, they were put back on the boats 
which had brought them, with instructions that 
they be returned to their homeland. 

There are some horrifying old tales and 
rumors of sea captains who felt it was a good 
deal cheaper and less trouble If their unwilling 
passengers did not — in all cases — reach their 
homeland again. The sea is deep and tells no 
tales! 

Another old brick structure still standing in 
this area, though now somewhat battered and no 
longer the gracious home it must once have been, 
is that at 138 Dallas Road. This was once the 
home of Dr. Charles New combe, that great 
authority on Indian folklore, whose massive 
collection of Indian artifacts is now housed in the 
provincial museum. 

Along the road just westward of Ogden Point 
Docks there once stood the massive and imposing 
Hotel Dallas. Three storeys of red brick 
respectability complete with white trim and a 
soaring central cupola. 

On Feb. 10, 1891, The Colonist announced the 
proposed building of this hotel, and when it was 
finished it became a pojxilar spot for tourists and 
those travellers awaiting the salting of boats from 
Rither*s piers. Built to house 100 guests, it offered 
the use of the foreshore fronting the hotel, as well 
as gardens and a bathing pavilion. 

The Dallas also boasted of a most excellent 
cuisine, and a breakfast menu of the day offered 
such mouth-watering delights as fresh pears, 
oranges, grapes and bananas, followed by five 
assorted fish dishes, 14 meats including sirloin 
and porterhouse steaks. Lest the guest still felt 
peckish tiie management further offered five 
types of pancakes together with rolls, toast and 
combread, with tea, coffee and cocoa to drink. If 
this was breakfas-t, what delights did luncheon 
and dinner have to offer? ... all for J2.50 a day, 
American Plan! 

But, alas, after the First World War, time 
began to run out for Hotel Dallas. The big ships 
no longer docked at Rithet’s Piers and maybe the 
creeping paralysis of industry had begun to make 
itself felt so that the spot was no longer so 
desirable as it once had been. 

The once-flourishing family hotel began to go 
downhill. No longer could it boast of the well 
known and titled people who stayed there until,

finally, In 1928, unwanted and dferelict, it was tom 

down. 

Robert Patterson Rifhet, the man who, 
perhaps, may have inadvertently had something 
to do with the early success of the Dallas, was 
the son of a Lowland Scots farmer who was born 
in Dumfrieshire in April of 1844. The Gold Rush 
brought him here in 1862. 

The lure of gold becomes the master of many 
men but not so Bob Rithet, who early saw that 
the way to success lay in trade. 

Many and varied were the jobs he held before 
moving into wholesale groceries, and then into 
insurance, shipping brokerage, gaining — said the 
papers of the day — "power and prestige with 
each passing year." 

Mr. Rithet left a lasting mark on the Victoria 
scene when he undertook the construction of the 
Outer Wharf. At the time, the Rithet Docks at 
Outer Wharf were scoffed at and were known by 
many as ''Rithet's Folly.” Subsequent events, 
however, proved the scoffers wrong for the 
Empress ships, the Blue Funnel liners made good 
use of the docks for a number of years. 

Among other interests, Mr. Rithet also had a 
hand in the planning ci the Pacific cable with Sir 
Sandford Fleming. During this time he is also 
said to have very nearly captured one of the 
Hawaiian Islands as p«rt of the cable laying. 

Past the Pilotage one comes to Holland Point, 
once the site of an ancient fortified Indian village. 
If one looks hard one may still see a raised 
portion of land near the cliff aide which marked 
the position of a semi-circular earthwork where 
once stood a protective wooden stockade. 

The origin of the naming of this point seems 
somewhat in doubt, and it is interesting that 
Captain J. J. Walbran* famous for his British 
(oiitmbta Coast Names lived on Dallas Road 
close by Holland Point without including it in his 
book. The stone marker notes only that it is 
believed to be named after George Holland, an 
early Hudson’s Bay employee. 

When Captain James Scarborough of the 
Brigantine Cadboro named the various points along 
Dallas Road he did not include Holland Point, and 
indeed it was not so designated until Captain 
Henry Kellet's chart of Victoria Harbor was 
publisfied by the Admiralty Office in 1848. 

A one-time teacher bom in the St. Pancras 
area of Ixindon, Mr. Holland seems by all 
accounts to have been a bit of a chopper and 
changer during his lifetime, but perhaps he may 
have been one of those individuals who was 
always striving for better things without ever 
quite achieving them. 

One certainty is that George Holland — "not 
much of a sailor or anything else,” according to 
Dr J. S. Helmcken, did have the distinction of 
sailing on two 'firsts,’ since he was. on the maiden 
voyage of the Beaver to the northwest coast in 
1835-36, and also on the first voyage of the 
Norman M»«»ison which left Gravesend on Oct. 
20, 1849 and arrived at Fort Victoria on Mar. 24, 
1850. It was on the Norman Morrison that Dr.

Helmcken had the chance to observe George, 
which observ ation prompted the good doctor to 
make his subsequent somewhat acid assessment. 

Not far from the plaque commemorating 
George Holland, but in the grass nearer the road 
lies another stone. Much smaller this one and 
with the carved words almost faded away. A sad 
little stone since it is in memory of Bertha 
Whitney, five years old, who died in 1872 of 
smallpox in the pest-house nearby, and who was 
buried in a grove of trees within sight and sound 
of the sea. 

Dean Cridge performed that funeral service, 
and okitimers may perhaps recall the white 
picket fence which once surrounded the grave. 

Smallpox had once before taken its toll here, 
and had been a scourge among the Indian 
population around Victoria. In 1862, it was 
estimated that failure to quarantine incoming 
prospectors from San Francisco was the means of 
wiping out one-third of B.C.'s Indians. At that 
time Haidas, Stikas, Shimshean and Nootkas, as 
well as the local Snngbees came here to trade 
with the white man. Huge encampments sprawled 
around the harbor, and proved a fertile breeding- 
ground for the smallpox germs carried here from 
the south. 

However, on this occasion, the authorities 
were awake to the danger since the Prince 
Alfred, carrying the little Whitney girl and other 
sick .passengers, hove to off Victoria flying the 
yellow flag. 

The mayor and Dr. Matthews put In many 
long hours arranging treatment and care for the 
isolated and ailing. The bulk of the passengers 
were isolated at a hastily constructed campsite at 
Macaulay Point, while little Bertha arri her 
family were moved to the old Nias farmhouse on 
Beckley farm at Holland Point. 

The Colonist of the de> noted that the 
Macaulay Point camp made a pretty sight with 
its twinkling lights at night However, not all the 
isolated passengers were happy with their lot, as 
evidenced by the presence of a dead squirrel 
suspended from a fence-post on the campsite and 
labelled "His Worship the Mayor.” Rattier harsh

The old Nias dwelling which at this time 
became the pest house, stood on the Dallas Road 
waterfront and was owned* by George Nias, a.

For a brief while during I860, he was editor and 
proprietor of the Yictocia Gaaytte.

IJeutenantGovereor G. R. Pearkes, now 
retired, who was then Maj.-Gen. Pearkes, VC, 
Conservative member for Esquimalt-Saanicfa, bad 
this to say: 

’The Vancouver immigration people had a hot 
potato on their hands. They dropped it quickly.”, 

Mr. Fesites and Mrs. Rogers began their 
long struggle to get toe ymg Pole a temporary 
visa, allowing Mm to come back to Canada. 

Though all se e m ed lost for Richard NdwaHn- 
ski, he had found friends — friends who Joined 
in the struggle far Ms f ree do m — a st r u ggle that 
went even to Ottawa. 

While the Ca lygara was sailing for Beira, 
Africa, letters bombarded the immigration 
department in Vancouver, and the House of 
Commons in Ottawa. Mrs. Rogers and Mr. 
Pearkes fought incessantly for toe visa. » 

By the time permission was granted for Ricky 
to return to Canada, the Calygara had reached 
Africa and it was feared he had again jumped 
stop. Mrs. Rogers wrote several letters that went 
unanswered. 

Then, finally, she received a telegram: 

"Your letter received, grateful. After serious 
operation staying hospital Beira. Ship gone.” 

Ricky received his visa and passage to 
Canada and was soon on his way to his new 
home. 

Ricky arrived in Montreal Aug. 22, 1954, and 
took toe train to Vancouver, then the boat to 
Victoria and home to his new family and — Mom. 

Five years of confusion and distress had at 
tong last come to an end. 

Then, as any young man will, Ricky got 
maretod a few years later and moved to 
Vancouver. 

We have since lost contact with our “brother* 
Rfefcy. but I know that wherever he is he will 
remain in our hearts forever. 


Victoria may be the ideal vaca¬ 
tion spot and home for people 
coming from other parts of Can¬ 
ada, bui for one man it was much 
more than that—it meant freedom 
and an escape from stare death . 

When Richard NowaBnaki came to live in our 
bouse at 42 South Turner, in 1903, he thought his 
struggle lor freedom had finally ended. 

My mother, IIol W. (Salfcr) Rogers, at that 
time Cataolis Women*' League immigration 
eoswoKr, fared Mr. Nowalireki a job with the 
Vancouver Island Tug and Barge.

I had not known the Randolph Churchills had 
been here, until I came across the memoirs of 
Lady Randolph, written In .1908 when she was 
Mrs. Georg£ Cornwallis-West. Lord Randolph had 
died the year after he was here.

in the'Victoria newspapers of the Churchill visit. 
Lord Randolph and his wife seem to have been 
here for quite some days, and then went by the 
Steamer Walla Walla to San Francisco, returning 
here by the steamer Umatilla, and here they went 
aboard the transpacific ocean liner Empress of 
Japan for the Orient 

The Colonist merely noted, Aug. 28, 18943 
"The Maud was tender to the Empress of Japan 
when the latter arrived from Vancouver off the 
Outer Wharf, en route to China and Japan. 

“She carried out among her passengers Lord 
Randolph Churchill, Lady Churchill, a private 
secretary and personal servants, who are 
proceeding on their tour of the globe after a stay 
of a few weeks in Victoria and San Francisco, 
where His Lordship’s 


of Victoria's big homes, for she commented on 
the appearance of a Chinese houseboy. She had 
never come across such before, and she thought it 
quaint. 

She was an accomplished pianist, and in the 
hotel where they stayed here (I feel sure the 
Driard) she “found an excellent Steinway piano, 
and played to my heart's content, to the evident 
delight of some old ladies, who used to 
congregate to hear me. 

“On one occasion, however, I scattered them 
like wood-pigeons when, to the enquiry-of what 
was the ‘sweetly pretty' tune I was playing,'I 
answered ‘Gotterdammerung,’ with an emphsis 
on the third syllable. With one look of pained 
surpise they gathered up their skirts and fled.*' 

One day the Churchills went to Esquimau and 
lunched aboard HMS Royal Arthur with Admiral 
Stephenson and “afterwards were taken to see 
the sights, such as they were.’’ 

(What on earth did Lady Randolph mean by 
this? Such as they were, forsooth!) 

Lady Randolph seems to have missed 
absolutely nothing. A great deal of Winston’s 
driving personality must have come from "her, 
she whom he said shone for him like the evening 
star. Certainly she could write, as penetratingly 
and as tartly as her son, who came to Victoria in 
1929 with son Randolph and brother John. 

Winston Churchill was terrifically proud of 
being half-American. When he addressed the 
United States Congress he said that if it had been 
the other way around—if his father had been 
American and his mother English—he might have 
got into the Congress under his own steam, 
instead of being invited. 

He looked upon one of his greatest honors his 
honorary citizenship in the United States—the 
only person in history so distinguished. 

Reminiscences of Lady Randolph Churchill is a 
good book, giving a lively picture of an era that is 
dead forever, an era in which this lady was a 
dominant personality. 1 have thoroughly enjoyed 
this book. From it I learned a great deal. 

Lady Randolph told in her .memoirs of 
London’s glittering life in the 1890s, and so 
intrigued me with her accounts of a fancy dress 
ball at Devonshire House, in 1897, that I went 
digging in The Times of London in order to learn 
more details. 

1 found in The Times four columns about this 
ball. 

“Of all the entertainments for which the 
Jubilee (Queen Victoria's 60th on the Throne) has 
provided the occasion, none is comparable with 
the magnificent fancy dress ball given at 
Devonshire House by the Duke and Duchess of 
Devonshire. 

“Amid all the public excitement of the last 
few weeks when the 'world, one might have 
thought, has been sufficiently occupied with the 
Queen’s procession, two naval reviews and the 
garden party, the Inner circle of what is still 
called London society, has preserved in the 
background of its mind an anxious occupation—- 
namely how It was to appear at Devonshire 
House, always supposing one was fortunate 
enough to be invited. 

“Never In our time has so much attention

Because his health was so poor, I would think 
Lord Randolph gave strict instructions that he 
was not to be interviewed. Therefore, the 
newspapers decided to let the couple completely 
alone. 

If it wasn’t for Lady Randolph’s memoirs 
we’d know nothing of their visit to Victoria. • 

“Twenty-four hours In Vancouver was enough 
for us,” Lady Randolph wrote, “and. we left Jtor 
Victoria in a small steamer filled with a motley 
crowd. The weather was so cold we oould only 
gaze at the scenery through our cabin windows. 

“We found Victoria far more attractive than 
Vancouver, even though it is possible that it is 
being ‘left behind,’ as is asserted by the rival city 
on the mainland.” 

The Churchills got around in Victoria. They 


had lunch with the Bishop of Columbia, Rt. Rev. 
George Hills and, wrote Lady Randolph, 
“suddenly realized that I was in a British 
Dependency, when a bevy of healthy-looking girls 
came in from playing off a lawn tennis 
tournament, escorted by a couple, of English 
curates.” 

(I would say these girls were students at 
Angela College.) 

The Churchills were oalled upon by Col. 
Jamea Baker, a British Columbia cabinet 
minister. He explained the political facts of life of 
British Columbia. 

This quite fascinated Lady Randolph, Who 
wrote: “My ignorance was so great that I then 
learnt for the first time that British Columbia 
was a Constitution, and had a Parliament of Its 
pvnu Home Rule with a vengeance! 

“Colonel Baker enlightened me. I gathered 
that their parliaments last for four years, and 
their parties are not divided into liberals and 
Conservatives, but are called the ‘ins’ and the 
'outs’.” Their policy is merely that of local 
government, board or council, and interest in 
Such foreign affairs as may affect them. 

“The ins’ want to stay in, and the 'outs* 
strive to get on, which struck me as describing

Threat to Salmon Stirs Regional Board 


CAMPBELL RIVER — 
Concern for salmon spawning 
ground* threatened by logging 
operations was expressed by a 
number of directors at the 
C o mox-Strathcona Regional 
District meeting recently. 

Notice of motion was served 
to prepare a bylaw restricting 
issuance of logging permits, 
which states “that no cutting 
jiennit, lease or sale of 
timber be allowed oh any 
salmon stream or lake or any 
potential salmon stream or 
lake in the regional district of 
Com ox-Strathcona, without 
prior consent of the director 


concerned, and the technical 
planning committee." 

Chairman Ron Ellis of 
Comox commented: "T h i s 
will involve both the federal 
fisheries and the B.C. Forest 
Service." 

Chief - proponent of the pro¬ 
posed bylaw was Sam Hooley, 
director for Area J, who 
spoke at some length on Ihe 
subject. He was particularly 
concerned about destruction 
to salmon spawning beds 
Itemg caused by logging Oper¬ 
ations at Phillip* Arm. 

Hooley said that Phillips 
Arm bad been one of the most 


important salmon producing 
channels in the Strait of Geor 
gia. However, because of 
factors directly or indirectly 
caused "by unruly logging 
practices", Hooley said this 
area has been severely dam¬ 
aged in terms of salmon 
producing capability. 

★ * ★ 

He said there are two tree 
farm licences and five timber 
licences along the lower and 
upper Phillips River and 
Phillips Lake. Logging roads 
have been constructed ex¬ 
tensively but. to date, the 
fisheries resource has not 


been affected. However, exten¬ 
sion of logging activities up to 
the Upper Phillips River 
within the next few years may 
seriously damage the salmon 
spawning beds in that area. 
Hooley said that cutting per¬ 
mit* for this work have not 
yet been issued and he urged 
that restrictive measures be 
applied before this is done. 

He said all the timber 
licences were granted in the 
Phillips Arm area a long time 
ago. up to 50 years in some 
cases. However, all licance* 
are subject to renewal every 
year, which gives B.C. Forest 


Service the chance to sel out 
new clauses in renewal 
licences for the protection of 
river beds. 

"They can also give time 
limitation to enforce the com¬ 
pletion of logging in any 
timber licence area,” said 
Hooley, "and can revert these 
areas to the crown once 
logging is completed, or the 
portion of area actually being 
logged otf." 

The forest service has failed 
to do any of this in the 
Phillips Arm area he said. 

As to tree farm licences, 
the companies have to operate 


under conditions set out in the 
contracts with the forest 
service, Hooley said. 

"And again,” he said, "the 
forest service has the oppor¬ 
tunity to set out clauses in the 
cutting permit* for the protec¬ 
tion of streams. The logging 
company has to conform to 
the standards of operations 
set up by the forest service. 
The forest service can also 
include fisheries protection 
cost in the cutting permit. 
However, the Forest Service 
has failed to do any of these 
in the Phillips Arm area." 

Also, Hooley charged, there 


has been no formal working 
relationship between the for¬ 
est service and the fisheries 
department in Campbell 
River. 

Hooley did concede that the 
forest service has started 
taking some action on the 
subject of fisheries protection. 

* * ★ 

"They have been discussing 
fisheries protection clauses 
with the federal fisheries 
department." he said. 

"A letter from the director 
of fisheries. Vancouver, was 
sent to all fisheries officers in 
this province Feb. 4, request¬ 


ing their ideas and comment* 
on the proposed fisheries 
protection clauses. 

"The major point* of this 
new measure are formal 
consultation with fisheries de¬ 
portments and their sugges¬ 
tions will be considered in 
issuing cutting permits. 

"We would like to see this 
multiple water resource use 
co-ordination achieved as soon 
as possible,” Hooley con¬ 
cluded, "and the regional 
district should be able to 
j>erform a major role in this 
overall resource development 
process."

* half helps combat boredom 
and frustraion in students 

Principal of the school for 
the past four years, Terry 
Taylor, claims the system is 
unique in this area but not in 
other parts of British Colum¬ 
bia 

"1 would like to see all 
schools in Canada in a form 
i»f the continuous progress 
system.'' Taylor said. 

* * * 

A great di>al of thought and 
planning went into the change 
f -am the old system, and then 
ihe whole school was changed 
over at once "We had it on a 
trial basis in the school but 
now we are going to keep it." 
«aid Taylor “It works best in 
a school of this size. We have 
'230 students, seven rooms and 
a kindergarten." 

Taylor said the aim of 
continuous progress is just 
what the words imply," that 


children progress continuously 
through school with no skip¬ 
ping and no failing. Now. we 
teach the same material as 
the other schools in British 
Columbia, but the children are 
not referred to as being in a 
grade because they may, for 
instance, finish the grade 
work halfway through the 
year and then start on the 
work of the next year 


"We have enrichment pro¬ 
grams but these are not kept 
too long as. unfortunately, 
enrichment for bright students 
in many schools all too often 
meant that they were the ones 
most available to run errands 
or do chores." 

Taylor said in a recent 
survey of the Yount ele¬ 
mentary school students, ap¬ 
proximately 5 per cent are 
going the work at least one 
year ahead of where their age 
would normally place them, 20 
per cent are one year or more 
behind and the remaining 75 
per cent are either slightly 
ahead, slightly behind or in 
the correct place, that i* at 


this time o£ Ihe year, halfway 
through the grade work. 

"In order to keep tabs on n 
siudent's progress, we use a 
sequence or level system of 
checks. The first four levels 
define firat-year work, and 
then three levels per year up 
to the end of sixth grade work 

that brings you to level 19. 
The seventh-Grade work, be- 
ging somewhat different in 
nature, we call level 20,” 
Taylor went on in explaining 
the new system 

* *, * 

"These levels exist for 
arithmetic and the language 
arts program. Generally, a 
child is on a similar level in 
both these areas, and can be 
accommodated in the same 
classroom. Unfortunately as 
children differ, some may be 
very good at arithmetic and 
very slow at reading or vice- 
versa . 

"Therefore other learning 
situations have to be worked 
out for them. Here we are 
fortunate in having small 
classes all under 3ft 
sometimes these more special 


ones are accommodated In 
one room, sometimes they 
change rooms for one subject 
A, and in more several cases 
of reading difficulties they are 
1 aught by our remedial read¬ 
ing teacher. Our librarian also 
gets some action with these 
type* of students 

In summary, Taylor said a 
child moved into the work of 
the next year whenever be 
has completed the work of the 
previous year satisfactorily. 

“If this were^parried to its 
logical conclusion, it may 
cause some confusion for 
promptian to the secondary 
school, so naturally students 
have to wait their year out in 
level 20. 

* ★ * 

"One Yount elementary stu¬ 
dent was accepted in Grade 8 
at t(ie Lake Cowichan sec¬ 
ondary school at the beginning 
of February because it was 
felt he was ready for another 
level in the middle of the 
year." 

Taylor said three of his 
slower students were just 
promoted from Grade., 1 to 
Grade 2 this month.
